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A GOOD CAUSE BETRAYED 


THE CITIZENS’ MOVEMENT KILLED 
BY TREACHEROUS LEAVERS. 
@HE EMINENT GENTLEMEN WHO WERE RE- 

SPONSIBLE FOR THE FAILURE—COVERT 
TREACHERY AND OPEN REVOLT—ABAN- 
DONED WHEN BACKED BY MONEY AND 
ALL GOOD CITIZENS. 
~ ~The citizens’ movement, which started 
Out so hopefully, and toward which the public 
was looking for a high measure of reform in 
Municipal politics, was brought toa sudden 
and disgraceful end yesterday afternoon. It 
was betrayed by those who had stood closest 
to it, who were loudest in their protestations 
of faith and allegiance, who, in fact, 
were intrusted to direct and control it. 
The eminently respectable gentlemen who 
were responsible for its betrayal and failure 
were Mr. Morris K. Jesup, Mr. D. Willis 
James, Mr, Lawrence Turnure, Mr. John Jay, 
Mr. Henry E. Pellew, and Mr. Brayton Ives, 
There were others concerned in this disgrace- 
ful affair, but these eminently respectable 
titizens took the chief part. 

At a meeting held last Friday, the Citizens’ 
movement cam@ prominently before the pub- 
lic, with its General Committee of Twenty- 
One, and various sub-committees, making 
strong promises of a purpose to give New- 
York City a better Government. Many 
pledges were made in its behalf, and the hon- 
est citizens of the City, disgusted with 
prevailing methods of political rule, looked 
to the new departure as one likely to 
remove numerous evils and give many posi- 
tive benefits. The time seemed ripe for the 
movement. Politicians looked askance. They 
were trightened. There was an air of thor- 


ough business in the declarations of the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one, and applause came 
from all good citizens when the committee 
came out boldly in the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a committee of 
reven to make and perfect the necessary arrange- 
ments for a meeting of citizens to be held on Thurs- 
day, Oct. 19, at the Cooper Institute, for the pur- 
pose of submitting the name of Allan Campbell for 
the approval of the citizens as their nominee for 
Mayor, and for such other and further business as 
may be brought before such meeting. 

The public fondly thought the Committee of 
Twenty-one was in earnest. Arrangements 
for carrying out the programme fixed by the 
ebove resolution went on. Judge Noah Davis 
was asked to preside at the meeting called fer 
to-morrow night, and, believing that the ivita- 
tion was extended in good taith, he had ac- 
tepted. Carl Schurz, Joseph H. Choate, Jack- 
son S. Schultz, and Mayor Low had consented 
to be present at the meeting and speak. 
They agreed with the Committee of 
Twenty-one that there was a crying need for 
R citizens’ movement at this juncture, and 
good reasons for believing that it could prove 
successful. Everywhere the name of Allan 
Campbell as a citizens’ candidate for Mayor 
received indorsement and applause. Dele- 

ates from the Committee of Twenty-one 

ad informed Mr. Campbell of the com- 
mittee’s purpose, and in responses to 
their urgent solicitation he declared his 
willingness to accept the honor of leading the 
citizens in this crusade against the wretched 
olitical combinations which have ruled so 
ong in this City. He assured the gentlemen 
who called upon him that, if he were nomi- 
mated he would stick. The public knew this, 
and the public drew long sighs of relief. 

On Monday a perceptible change came over 
the dream of the Committee of Twenty-one. 
Evidences of weakness and bad faith cropped 
put from quarters where it was least expected. 
Efforts were made to postpone the meeting 
talled for to-morrow night, and other move- 
wents of a suspicious nature were more or less 
poldly made. Members of the committee 
who were reaily and honestly intent 
ym just what they nad _ publicly de 
slared strenvousiy opposed the proposi- 
hon to postpone. ‘they averred that 
the public had claims upon the com- 
mittee which the committee could not honor- 
ably contemn; they urged that as citizens 
their honor was plighted to other citizens who 
were demanding and expecting prompt and 
decisive action. It was discovered that the 
malcontents on the committee had preceded 
their action at this meeting by a performance 
which their colleagues did not deem over- 
creditable. Thev had visited Allan Campbell, 
had informed him that the citizens’ movement 
was likely to fall short of what had been 
anticipated, and they called upon Mr. Camp- 
bell totake them out of » hole by coming out 
with a proclamation disclaiming a desire to be 
Mayor and declining the nomination which it 
had been the purpose of the Committee of 
'wenty-one to give him. On occasions Allan 
Campbell is very blunt of speech, This was 
liscovered to be just such an occasion. He 
ymiled grimly at the gentiemen who were 
pleading with bim to back out, and remarked: 

‘I have been asked to run in the interests of 
she citizens of New-York, and 1 have accepted. 
[ shall stick.”” This was ali. His tone had no 
rompromise in it. Noamount of wheedling 
pr half-nidden threats could change his deter- 
mination. 

The committee meeting of Monday came to 
an end without accomplishing anything. 
Those of the Twenty-one who were adverse to 
deserting the citizens’ cause secured an ad- 
Ngpeme oo until yesterday, when, at 3:50 P. 

{., another long session was held. This meet- 
ing, as those which preceded it, was held at 
the office of Dr. R. H. Derby, No. 9 
West Thirty-fifth-street. Nearly every mem- 
yer of the committee was present, and 
the Finance Committee, composed of Mayor 
Grace, Mr. Harper, Jacob H. Schiff, Francis 
P. Freeman, and John F. Plummer, was also, 
by invitation, in attendance. The committee 
sat with closed doors for more than three 
hours, and the quiet shades of Dr. Derby’s 
wffice were enlivened as never were they en- 
livened before. Trouble began as soon as 
Chairman Morris K. Jesup was seated, 
and trouble continued until long after it 
was necessary to light the gas. It 
was evident that Mr. Franklin Edson or Mr. 
Franklin Edson’s friends had captured a good- 
ly portion of the Twenty-one. When, origi- 
nally, it was felt that the time had come foran 
uprising of citizens against Municipal task- 
masters, Mr. Lawrence Turnure was one of 
the gentlemen whose lungs and rhetoric did 
most valiant service in the good cause 
Jt wes Mr. Lawrence Turnure who, at 
the first meeting of citizens, deciared 
that Allan Campbell was an honest man. 
a capable man and a resolute man—a man fit- 
ted above all others for the position of Mayor 
of New-York. Most people agreed fully in all 
this, not because Mr. Lawrence Turnure said 
it, but because the record of Allan Campbell 
was known. Mr. Lawrence Turnure demand- 
ed that in this citizens’ movement there 
should be an inimediate and positive 
fleclaration in favorgot Mr. Campbell. That 
declaration was made as in the resolution, 
rited above, unanimously adopted by the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one. Mr. Lawrence Turnure 
{fs not founded on arock in his aitection for 
the “dear public.” Within tho past 48 hours 
pr so he fell upon the neck of a hrether com- 
mitteeman and wept his profuse sorrow that 
no had ever deserted dear Mr. Kelly and run 
off after false gods. Hecould have no more 
to do with the citizens’ movement, he said. 
His place was in the Tammary vanguard, 
and then and there he desired to sever his rela- 
tions, each and every, with the Committee of 
Twenty-one. It was this bit of sad intelli- 

nce which was formally broken to his fel- 

ow-comniitteemen in the first minutes of yes- 

terday’ssession. Some of the gentlemen didn’t 
seem tobe surprised. In fact, they said they 
were not, and they went further and declared 
Mr. Lawrence Turnure a most worthy exem- 
plar. Other memvers were rude enough to 
pntertain and express different views. The 
lines were soon drawn tightly and plainly. 

\Tbe remarks of Mr. Morris K. Jesup, Chair- 
tian of the committee, were not inspiriting to 

the gentlemen who had looked to him for firm- 
est support of the cause of reform. His influ- 
ence was perceptible, too, on other members, 
and before the debate had gone far, but not 
before it had grown very warm, it was 
evident that the obstructionists had in 
effect a majority and were determined to 

ut an end to the citizens’ movement. 

he opposition tought gallantly, but against 
odds that were insurmountable. Members of 
the committee came ont biuntly for an aban- 
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donment of the movement. It was argued 
that Mr. John Kelly had put a Spd 
man in the field, and ‘that to put up 
another good man against him would 
be a waste of time and_ effort. 
Some of the arnee seemed to think that it 
would be well-nigh criminal, They had come 
to the conclusion, they said, that the time was 
not ripe for such a movement yet. Then, 
they remarked, too, that it would be 
found impossible to secure the funds 
necessary to conduct a campaign. 
They were certain that at least $50,000 or $60,- 
009 would be required for this purpose. Mr. 
Morris kK. Jesup was chief spokesman for his 
intimidated following. He had found every- 
body in the City convinced that Franklin 
Edson was a good man, and, believing this to 
be true, Mr. Jesup was forced to the opinion 
that, as a consequence, the citizens’ move- 
ment had Jost its bottom. He thought that 
the Committee of Twenty-one should confine 
itself to preparation for some great and glo- 
rious victory he was catching glimpses of 
away on in the future. Then, too, Mr. Jesup 
was alive with faith in the Legisiature. Some 
ot his own followers smiled at this novel idea, 
but Mr. Jesup warmed up to the subject and 
went righton. D. Willis James was sure that 
Mr. Jesup couldn’t be wrong. Mr. John Jay 
was of the same mind, and so were Henry FE. 
Pellew and Brayton Ives. Others also made 
speeches that bore close resemblance to care- 
fully prepared excuses. 

The gentlemen who were in favor of hard 
work, who believed that the time was come 
for ousting political hacks from the Municipal 
administration, spoke their opinions freely. 
They denied that the hap-chance nomination 
of a single good man toa place on any ticket 
should end the movement which had been be- 
gun none too soon in this City. They could not 
see that the Committee of Twenty-one was 
in the market to be bought by Jobn Kelly at 
any price, It was not merely a question of 
good men for candidates; it was a question 
of who was at the back of candidates. The 
citizens’ movement, they asserted, had a 
strength of which those in favor of abandon- 
ing it seemed to be strangely ignorant, Onall 
sides they had met words of encouragement 
and hearty approval. Citizens who  be- 
lieved thoroughly in the honesty of 
Franklin Edson felt, nevertheless, tnat he 
was handicapped in this race, and while they 
would vote for him in preference to a bad 
man they were certain that as a citizens’ can- 
didate Allan Campbell would run far ahead of 
him, and zo into office free from political bar- 
nacles. That the time was ripe for this move- 
ment the speakers believed there was abundant 
evidence. Mayor Grace and Mr. Simon Sterne 
were foremost in taking this strong position. 
They were supported by F. W. Whitridge, 
Charles P, Miller, Charles W. Dayton, 
William M. Ivins, and John L. Cadwalader, 
with unanswerable arguments. It was de- 
clared by several of these gentlemen that the 
movement had been pushed too far to allow of 
honorable retreat now. They pointed to the 
fact that Mr. Campbell had been waited upon, 
been asked to accept the nomination for Mayor 
and had accepted it, and the public bad been 
informed of that acceptance. Nor was Mr. 
Campbell alone placed in this false position, 
Col. Emmons Ulark had been invited to take 
the citizens’ nomination for Sheriff, and 
William <A. Butler had been pressed to 
run for County Clerk on the same 
ticket. The proposal to throw these 
gentlemen overboard now, could hardly be jus- 
tified, even was the Committee of Twenty-one, 
with its lofty pretensions, to bring itself down 
to the level with the lowest grade of machine 
politicians. It was not believed that the public 
would be satisfied to cast aside all the hopes of 
honest Municipal government in which it had 
been indulging—not even to throw a sop 
to the Manhattan Club. The members of 
the Finance Committee—Mayor Grace, J. 
Henry Harper, Jacob H. Schiff, Francis P. 
Freeman, and John F. Plummer—were unani- 
mous in the conviction that the movement 
should be continued. They quickly upset the 
financial bugbear which Mr. Jesup and his 
colleagues saw in the expense of run- 
ning a campaign. They announced, in fact, 
that on every sideyythey bad been met 
with enthusiastic assurances of substantial 
support. More than the necessary $50,000 or 
$60,000 had been offered already. One citizen 
had pledged $25,000%0n his own account, an- 
other gentleman bad offered $10,000, several 
others had offered $5,000 each, and a number 
bad declared a willingness to become person- 
ally responsible for $1,000 each. 

To arguments of this character there could 
be no answer; but the opposition shook their 
heads doggedly, and at about 7 o’clock a vote 
was ordered. A half-dozen resolutions, pro- 
miscuously amended, were before the meet- 
ing. It was finally settled into a mo- 
tion declaring for the continuance of 
the citizens’ movement. A majority of all 
the members of the committee was necessary 
to carry it through. The vote announced was 
8 yeas, 8 nays, with 4 members not voting. 
The motion was consequently declared lost, 
and the movement is virtually at an end. A 
motion was cffered directing a committee of 
five to prepare an explanatory address to'the 
public and report the same to a final meeting 
of the committee to be held this afternoon, 
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THE NEW STAR ROUTE PLOT. 


ITS SCOPE AND MEANING BECOMING CLEAR 
TO THE GOVERNMENT LAWYERS—THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S ABSENCE, 

WasnHineton, Oct, 17.—The scope and 
meaning of the latest star route conspiracy 
become clearer every day as the characters of 
the affidavit-makers and their records become 
better known. The three jurymen who ap- 
pear in the list are the three who voted to 
acquit Brady and the Dorseys and to convict 

Miner and Rerdell. Taylor, who indulges in 

a very long affidavit, was dismissed from the 

service of the Department of Justice on Aug. 

1 because it had been discovered that he was 

representing that he had authority from 

the Government to approach jurors. Taylor 
came into the service of the department as an 
employe of A. B. Newcombe, who was dis- 
missed last Winter. After Newcombe’s dis- 
missal he was retained. The Post Office au- 
thorities say that he has served a term in the 
penitentiary, where the Government put him 
for robbing the mails. Fail has not contrib- 
uted an affidavit to the list, but he was em- 
ployed upon the recommendation of Taylor 
for the sole purpese of making a report con- 
cerning the bribing of Juror Brown in a case 
tried last Spring, Fall went outside of the 
limits of his work, and suggested that he should 
be supplied with clerkships in order that with 
them he might bribe jurors. The astonished 
officers of the department summarily dis- 
missed him as soon as this proposition had 
revealed his true character. Nelson and Foote, 
if employed at all, were employed by Fall, and 

Nelson virtually admits in his affidavit that 

Fall had already used him once in bribing a 

juror, that juror being Brown. Bowen was 

appointed on Aug. 22 to do some work in Ari- 
zona, He was dismissed from the Government 
service on Sept. il. The verdict was rendered 
on that day, but not until the following day 

did Mr. Dickson make public his assertion that 

it was Bowen who had tried to corrupt him. 

Bowen was not a proper person to be employed 

by the Government, but he has made a state- 

ment denying the truth of Dickson’s affidavit. 

Mr. Ker wa; in the city to-day on business 

connected with the second trial of the star 
route case. Mr. George Bliss will be here to- 
morrow. It is said that the Attorney-General 
may not return until after the November elec- 
tions. The Government is said to be rapidly 
completing the investigation of the bribery 
charges, and some action will probably be 
taken before the end of the week. Although 
the object of the latest star route conspiracy 
is apparent and the methods have been 
exposed, the fact remains to be consid- 
ered that in some way several unworthy 
persons secured employment in the depart- 
ment. The Department of Justice ought to be 
able to avoid the employment of such material. 
It ought to be apf manned at all times, vig- 
orous and alert. It cannot hope to thwart the 
schemes of skillful, energetic, and wealthy 
rascals unless it is always ready for work. The 
Department of Justice cannot afford to take a 
long vacation. The influence of the star route 
ring and of those who sympathize with it is 
still at in this city. The Department 
of Justice is not a department which 
ought to be neglected or served by any except 
honest and vigilant and intelligent men. The 
defendants in the case recently 


tried did not. 
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rest on their oars at the end of the first trial. 
They have taken no long vacations. They are 
looking out for their side of the case. The 
truth cannot be concealed that if the Attor- 
ney-General does not return to bis department 
until after the November elections he will dis- 
appoint many of his best friends, who believe 
that the department now, if at any time in its 
rence & needs the careful supervision of its 
lawful head. His absence is the subject of 
frequent comment by those who are most 
friendly to him and who will do all in their 
power to support him. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—It has been de- 
cided to withdraw the charge against Henry 
A. Bowen of defrauding the proprietor of the 
Great Western Hotel upon payment by Bowen 
of the money claimed. Attorney-General 
Brewster says Bowen has made a statement to 
District Attorney Valentine regarding Dick- 
son’s charges in the star route bribery investi- 

ation and that it has been forwarded to the 
epartment officers at Washington. The At- 
torney-General refused to speak of its contents, 
and District Attorney Valentine will give no 
information on the subject.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 17, 1882. 
The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $399,000, 
The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $245,593 01, and from Customs $661,- 
78. 
Secretary Folger has in contemplation an- 
other call for continued 5 per cent. bonds, 


which wiil probably be issued to-morrow. 
Secretary Folger will not attend the sale 
of the old Post Office property in New-York 
to-morrow. 


Postmaster-General Howe has informed 
Postmaster Pearson, of New-York, that '‘ con- 


signees’ letters,’ or letters relating to the 
cargo, or to portions thereof, brought by ves- 
sels sailing from foreign ports, conveying 
such letters, are not held to be included within 
the term “all letters on board” in section 
3,988 of the Revised Statutes. In his commu- 
nication to Postmaster Pearson the Postmas- 
ter-General says: ‘‘The policy indicated in 
the legislation of Congress, excepting letters 
of this description from the postal monopoly 
upon stage coaches, railroad cars, steam-boats 
and vessels plying from port to port within 
the United States, and from domestic ports to 
foreign ports, seems to justify the department 
in extending the same rule of construction to 
matter received from foreign ports addressed 
to consignees in this country.” 


Many letters have been received at the 
Treasury Department from banks in different 


parts of the country making inquiries as to 
when the gold certificates will be ready for 
issue by other Assistant Treasurers than the 
one at New-York. The demand, however, has 
not seemed to the department to be sufficient 
to authorize the preparation of another series 
of certificates, and unless it should be manifest 
that a new issue is imperatively demanded, no 
further steps will be taken toward their prep- 
aration, At present, applicants are informed 
that they can obtain certificates only upon the 
deposit of goid coin with the Assistant Treas- 
urer at New-York. If anew series should be 
authorized the certificates will bear the signa- 
tures of the Register and Treasurer only, and 
will be issued through all the Assistant Treas- 
urers.

AN ISSUE OF BONDS AUTHORIZED—WITH- 
DRAWING FROM A POOL, 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—The stockholders 
of the Susquehanna and Delaware River Railroad 
Company met to-day and considered a proposal to 
issue $1,100,000 bonds. It is intended to secure the 
payment of these bonds by mortgages on corporate 
franchises and the eps of thecompany. It is 

roposed also to buildaline 100 miles long from 

larrisburg to the Delaware, at Portland or Belvi- 
dere. The President of the company, D. Y. Kilgore, 
made a verbal report and urged the necessity of 
issuing bonds to aid the construction and equip- 
ment of the railroad. RK. B. Osborne, engineer of 
the company, read a report in relation to the sec- 
tion between Stonington and Kettallan station, on 
the Lehigh and Lackawanna branch of the Central 
Raliroad of New-Jersey, a distance of 13 miles. 
The proposition to issue bonds was adopted. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—The Canada Southern 
Railway Company has given notice of its with- 
drawal from the pool of business between Buffalo 
and Detroit. 

Mr. J. B. Brown, the controlling spirit in the 
Western Indiana Railroad and Belt Line, has sold 
his interest in and resigned the Presidency of the 
road. The Grand Trunk, the Chicago and Eastern 
I!linois, the Wabash, the Chicago and Atlantic. and 
the Louisville, New-Albany. and Chicago Railroad 
Companies become the owners of the Westerr In- 
diana Road. This was consummated yesterday in 
New-York, 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad 
Company has completed arrangements by which it 
will do its own express business at all points east 
of the Missouri River after Nov. 1, when its con- 
tract with the American Express Company will ex- 
pire. The company’s contract with Wells, Fargo & 
Co., west of the Missouri River, bas another year 
to run, after which the company will co its own 
expressing over that portion of its lines. 

RALEIGH, N. C, Oct. 17.—A dispatch re- 
ceived here to-night announces that the first train 
passed over the entire length of the Sea-board and 
Raleigh Railroad, from Tarboro to Williamston, 
to-day.

FIFTY NEW CASES OF YELLOW FEVER IN 
PENSACOLA YESTERDAY--THE DISEASE 
ELSEWUERE., 

PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 17.—There have been 
50 new cases of yellow fever and 8 deaths from the 
disease reported to-day, The total number of cases 
to date is 1,727, and of deaths 144. The weather 
was oppressively warm to-day, with no indieation 
of an ear'y change. The Italian doctor, Professor, 
or magician mentioned in a recent dispatch 
has opened an _ office for the _ sale of 
his “infallible remedy and preventive,” which Js 
besieged by such crowds, principally of negroes, as 
to block the adjacent sidewalks. The medicine 
is served out of a barrel on draught, and the en- 
thusiasm of the votaries of magic is worthy of the 
days of Caglicstro. Mrs. Mallory, widow of the 
late Senator and Secretary of the Confederate 
Navy, is convalescing from a light attack of the 
fever. 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Oct. 17.—A_ strict 
quarantine has been established at Port Bagdad, 
Mexico, against all vessels arriving from Vera 
Cruz and other places infected with cholera. There 
have been two deaths from yellow fever iu Mata- 
moros during the last 24 hours, and one death 
here, The cases of fever now existing aro few 
and obseure. Surgeon Murray. just in from the 
cerdor, reports all well along the line. The 
weather is pleasant. 

Nrew-Or.eans, Oct. 17.—The Governor has 
issued his proclamation suspending the quarantine 
against sll West India ports, Havana, and Vera 
Cruz, on and after Nov. 1. 
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A SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT TRANSFERRED. 

New-Or.rans, Oct. 17.—The formal trans- 
fer to the United States of the soldiers’ monument 
of Chalmette National Cemetery was made to-day 
by the Grand Army of the Republic, by whom it 


was erected. The steamer R. R. Springer took a 
large party of excursionists to the battle ground, 
including committees from the various Confederate 
veteran organizations. The speech of transfer on 
the part of the Grand Army was made by Gen. A. 
S. Badger, and the monument was received on the 
part of the Government by Col. E. J. Strong, Quar- 
termaster, United States Army. The Rev. Dr. 
Hedges delivered a prayer. The affair was quietly 
condueted, and there was but little display.

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UNITED OVER THE SPOILS 


THE BARGAIN RATIFIED BY THE 
DEMOCRATIC FAOTIONS. 

THE LOCAL TICKET AS COMPLETED—TAM- 
MANY AND IRVING HALL PLEASED— 
SOME VAIN GROWLING IN THE COUNTY 
DEMOCRACY’S RANKS. 


The bargain of the conference committees 
of Tammany Hall, Irving Hall, and the County De- 
mocracy was ratified by the County Conventions 
of the three Democratic factions yesterday after- 
noon.

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THE COUNTY DEMOCRATS’ SHARE. 
DOING THEIR PART WITH A VAIN PROTEST 
FROM BUTLER’S FRIENDS. 

There were signs of discord before the Coun- 
ty Convention of the County Democracy was calied 
to order in Cooper Institute yesterday afternoon. 
It had been given out very emphatically the night 
before that Alderman Patrick Keenan was to be 
nominated for County Clerk. It was known that 
a large majority of the district leaders secretly 
favored Keenan. The friends of County Clerk 
William A. Butler were maddened at the thought 
of his losing the renomination, which up to within 
the last five days had been conceded to be his. 
They collected around the doors of the Cooper In- 
stitute before 4 o’clock, and from that time until 
the convention was called to order—an hour and 
fifteen minutes later—they threatened all sorts of 
things against Keenan and the machine. One of 
the most frequent threats was that they would 
bolt Keenan’s nomination and support the citizens’ 
movement if Mr. Butler chose to identify himself 
with it. One of the preparations which they had 
made to contest Keenan’s chances was in their 
withdrawal of a member of the Twentieth Assem- 
bly District delegation and the substitution of a 
gentleman who they knew could make a good 
argument for Mr. Butler’s renomination. This 


gentleman was Mr. Wiliiam A. Beach, the well- 
kpown lawyer. 

The first business in order after the convention 
had been brought to silence by Chafrman E. Ellery 
Anderson was the presentation of the report of the 
credentials committee settling the differences 
among the delegates from the Twenty-third As- 
sembly District. The report was evidently a satis- 
factory one to * Rocky” Moore and his “heelers,” 
who were cortesting the claims to leadership of the 
Mayor's private secretary, Mr. William M. Ivins, 
for it was accepted without opposition. The re- 
port of the conference committee was then read, 
as follows: 


In addition to the report already made by your 
conference committee, in which this convention was 
informed that the conference committees of the re- 
spective organizations had agreed to present to their 
several conventions Franklin kdson as the nominee 
for Mayor, your committee further report that, as to 
the other nominations which are to be made, it was 
agreed to recomu.end the following course to the re- 
spective conventions: 

Ffirs'—lhat the nomination for County Clerk be 
made by this conventior 

Seo md—That the non ation for Sheriff be made 
by the Irving Hall Conve. ion, 

Third—That the nominations for Judges of the Su- 
perior Court and for Voroners be made by the Tam- 
many Hali Convention. 

Fourth—That the candidates so nominated by the 
respective conventions be made tne candidates of each 
and all the conventions. 

Fith—That two committees, each composed of 
three members, be appointed by this convention to 
attend the convention of Tammany Hall and irving 
Hal), to report the action of this convention, and to 
ascertain the action of the other two conventions, and 
to report back to this convention for its action the 
names of thecandidutes selected by said conventions. 

Being assured thatthe other two conventions will 
nominate fit and proper candidates, we recommend 
that thisconvention put in nomination the candidates 
so selected. We further recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this County conven- 
tion that the various Congressional, Assembly, and 
Aldermanic district conventions should take all 
proper measures to bring about a union among all 
Democrats upon the candidates for Congress, Assem- 
bly, and the Board of Aidermen. 


Mr. Robert A. Van Wyck, leader of the Twentieth 
Assembly District, who has been backing County 
Clerk Butler. presented a minority report, which 
was received with some slight applause by the ma- 
chine-bound delegates, and which reads as follows: 


Whereas, This convention was assured by the gentle- 
men who spoke in favor of the adopiionof the resolu- 
tion under which the conference committee was ap- 
pointed thatthe committee would not consent to the 
parceling out of the offices among the various organiza- 
tions, but that the committee wouid only confer and 
agree upon candidates to be placed in nomination of 
such character as would commend theuiseives to the 
citizens at large; and 

Whereas, The committee have agreed that the 
offices be parceled out and allotted to the several or- 
ganizations in the manner following: The County 
Clerksbip to the County Democracy, the Shrievalty to 
Irving Hall, and the judicial offices—to wit, two 
Judges of the Superior Court and three Coroners—to 
Tammany Hall; and 

Whereas, The committee recommend that this con- 
vention nominate such candidates as Tammany Hall 
and Irving Hall may have nominated to the offices al- 
lotted to them, respectively; and 

Whereas, The committoe’s report Is not In harmony 
with the spirit of its instructions; therefore 

Reso‘ved, That the coinmittee be discharged snd 
that this convention proceed to the nomination of a 
candidate for Mayor, County Clerk, Sheriff, and can- 
didates for Judges of the Superior Court and for 
Coroners, 


Ex-Assemblyman William H. Rooney,aclerk in 
the County Clerk’s office, arose to speak for 
the adoption of the minority report. The 
adoption of the majority report, he de- 
clared, would have the effect of  dissolvy- 
ing the County Democracy organization. A 
storm of hisses and yells Of disapprobation fol- 
lowed, and there were cries of * Put him out."’ Ex- 
Senator T. C. E. Ecclesine made a vigorous speech 
in favor of peace and harmony. The Democrats, 
he said, from the Canadian border to the 
Pennsylvania line, demanded a union of 
the Democracy in this City. He regretted 
the revival of old animosities and of strife 
long since passed te “ “Let us,” said the 
speaker in conclusion, ** bury the past, win in the 
present, and live in the future, [Cheers and 
hisses.| Mr, Timothy Shea regretted that any 
personalities should have been indulged in by Mr. 
Rooney. At the same time, he believed that the 
action recommended by the majority of the con- 
ference committee would prostitute the organiza- 
tion to the base uses of the politicians. As Mr, 
Shea was not in accord with the machine he was 
liberally hissed and hooted. Peter B. Olney advo- 
cated the employment of good sense and good 
judgment, characteristics in which Democratic 
conventions are notadly deficient. He moved 
the adoption of the majority report. 
Robert A. Van Wyck made a icCbit- 
ter speech denunciatory. of the_ report. 
As he bad come down the aisle he had heard a 
man —— —— Van Wyck, another —— —— the 
people, and a third —— —— Van Wyck andthe 
people—all this in a Democratic convention. He 
was not opposed to a union of the Democracy. He 
was, however, opposed to any union with that dis- 
organizer of society, the leader of Tammany Hall. 
{Hisses and yells and shouts of ** Sit down.) 

Mr. Olney moved the previous question, and the 
majority report was adopted by a vote of 1,200 
yeas to 51 nays. The following committees were 
ther appointed: To Wait on Tammany Hall—As- 
semblyman James E. Morrison, George F. Lang- 
bein, and James Gaw; To Wait on Irving Hall— 
pa John F. Tracy, Henry E. Meade, and Robert 
Hall. 

The following resolutions, constituting what is 
dignified by the term of the platform of the County 
Democracy, were read and adopted:

Nominations being in order, Peter B. Olney 
named Franklin Edson for Mayor, declaring that 


_ he was one of the most practical anti-monopolists 


in New-York. In regard to other gentlemen who 
had been named for this position, he asserted that 
Allan Campbell, as Controller, was the right man 
in the right ay and ought to be kept there. The 
mention of Mr. Campbell’s name evoked no such 
enthusiasm as was displayea when it was spoken 
of at last Thursday’s session. Mr. Edson‘’s nomi- 
nation: received 1,240 affirmative votes and 5 nega- 
tives, the latter from Mr. Van Wyck’s district, the 
Twentieth. These were withdrawn and the 
nomination was made unanimous. 

The real — of the day now came up, and 

troved to be not so serious as was anticipated. 
Nominations for County Clerk were announced to 
be in order. The first war whoop for Keenan 
came from the First District, and there were wild 
yells and cheers from all over the hall when his 
name was pronounced by the Democratic states- 
man from the purifeus of the Battery. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, the leader of the Second District, indorsed 
the nomination, but ‘‘Jimmy”’ Oliver, from the same 
district, nominated William A. Butler. Mr. Timo- 
thy Shea was about to announce that Mr. Butler 
would no longer consent to the use of his name, 
when he was declared out of order. Mr. William 
A. Beach had just left the hall, and the 
prospect of any great struegle over the 
nomination faded away. Ex-Senator Ecclesine 
seeonded Mr. Keenan’s nomination, and, but for 
the five-minute rule which had been adopted, 
would have precipitated upon the convention one 
of his silvery-tongued declamations. The machine 
sentiment was so overwhelmingly in Keenan's 
favor that a roll-call was ordered without further 
delay, and Alderman Patrick Keenan was declared 
the unanimous choice of the convention. Before 
the result of the vote was announced 49 of the 55 
delegates from the Twentieth District, Mr. Butler's 
home, withdrew from the convention, with the 
declaration that Mr. Butler would now unite with 
the citizens’ movement. 

Ex-Senator Charles G. Cornell appeared from 
Irving Hall and reported the nomination of Alex- 
ander V. Davidson for Sheriff by that organiza- 
tion and of Franklin Edson for Mayor. The in- 
dorsement of Mr. Davidson's nomination was 
given with cheers. A recess was taken, and the 
convention, upon reassembling, listened to a report 
from Tammany Hall, stating that Richard O’Gor- 
man and George L. Ingraham had been nominated 
for Superier Court Judges, and Alderman Bernard 
F. Martin, Alderman Ferdinand Levy, and William 
H. Kennedv for Coroners. The nominations were 
indorsed. The Executive Committee of the County 
Democracy was authorized to act asa campaign 
committee, and the convention adjourned sine die.

GREAT JOY IN TAMMANY. 
AIR OF TRIUMPH IN THE WIGWAM—DE- 
NOUNCING MAYOR GRACE, 


The Tammany County Convention assembled 
in the wigwam at 5 P. M. yesterday to hear the re- 
port of the harmonizing committee and to com- 
plete that portion of the County ticket which had 
been allotted to Tammany in the tripartite treaty 
for the division of the spoils. The hall was well 
filled, and a happier looking set of warriors never 
gathered in the wigwam. Nothwithstanding the 
“sacrifices” wbich their chief boasted he had made 
for harmony, they ail appeared to be contented 
with their lot, and it was evident that they did not 
regard themselves as having deen “left”? in the 
deal, whatever others might think. ‘*How came 
you to surrender the three leading officers’’ a 
Tammany man was asked. ‘Perhaps we didn’t 
surrender as much as you think we did; we are 
entirely satisfied with the candidate for Mayor,” 
he replied. “ And besides,’’ he added, “we have 
an object in view that most people don't think of. 
The result of our action now will be that in a year 
from now there will be no Democratic organiza- 
tion in this City but Tammany Hall.” ‘‘ And will 


John Kelly be at the head of it?’ “Yes, John 
Kelly will be at the head of it; why not?’ 

The convention was called to order by John B. 
Haskin, who occupied the platform alone, with the 
Secretaries. In the front row of benches sat John 
Kelly, Frank B. Spinola, Ed Kearney, Senators 
Grady and Browning, Henry A. Gumbhieton, S. G. 
Courtney, and Dennis McMahon. Mr. Haskin made 
a verbal report of the conference committee, which 
concluded its work of dividing the officeg on Mon- 
day evening. He paid a compliment to Irving 
Hall, which, he said. had, to its credit, joined Tam- 
roany in voting for Franklin Edson as the candi- 
date for Mayor, and said that it was justly entitled 
to the privilege of naming the candidate for 
Sheriff. In conclusion, he could only say to the 
Tammany warriors: ‘To your tents, oh Israel: 
put your house in order, and if you do this you will 
scatter to the winds the citizens’ organization and 
the Republican organization, and the Democratic 
Party will once more reign triumphant in the City 
and State, and will roll up a hundred thousand ma- 
jority for its ticket.” [Great applause. } 

The roli was then called for nominations to the 
two Justiceships of the Supreme Court. Among 
the names voted foronthe informal ballot were 
Richa’ d O'Gorman, George L. Ingranam, Dennis 
MeMahon, William F. Howe, Michael Sizerson, S. 
B. Cowen, Senator Boyd, and Albert Cardozo. Mr. 
McMahon’s name was presented by Edward T. 
Wood, a brother-in-law of Franklin Edson. Albert 
Cardozo withdrew his name as soon as it was pre- 
sented, remarking that he had not been. wus not 
now, and would not be under any circumstances a 
candidate. Before the roll was completed it be- 
came evident th:.t O’Gorman and Ingraham were 
the choice of the convention, and on the formal 
vote most of the other candidates were withdrawn 
and they were nominated by acclamation. While 
the roll was being called, Senator Grady said he 
wished to suggest something to tbe conven- 
tion, and being invited to take the plat- 
form, he said that it had been demonstrated 
to every intelligent citizen from the moment 
Tammany Hall consented to go to the Syracusg 
Convention down to the present time, that she had 
been foremost in the efforts to secure harmony in 
the Democratic Party. In these efforts the path of 
Tammany had been strewn with thorns at every 
step, and she had been called upon to make sacri- 
fices. They had hoped that in due time an oppor- 
tunity would be afforded to reward her faithful 
followers. The press, he said, speaks of this 
united ticket as a politicians’ ticket. It was the 
privilege of every American citizen to be a politi- 
cian. ‘* But tell me, ye scribes,” said he, “who 
write up and write down public men and candidates 
for office, which comes nearest to a politicians’ 
ticket, candidates who were nominated by recu- 
larly elected representatives of the Democratic 
Party, or a ticket concocted in a back parlor to 
gratify_the malice of an ingrate Mayor? {Ap- 

lause.] What reason can you give the 100,000

The 
time has come when men of wealth think they can 
assemble in secret conclave and nominate candi- 
dates for the people to support.” Keturning to 
what ho rose to suggest, he urged the claims of Mr. 
O’Gorman. 

The convention next took up the nomination of 
the three Coroners which had been allotted to 
Tammany in the conference. An informal ballot 
brought out the names of Ferdinand Levy, Bernard 
F. Martin. James Fitzpatrick, William H. Kennedy, 
John E, Wade, John T. Toal, and Albert Etrick. 
On the formal baliot Mr. Martin received 1,042 
votes, Mr. Levy 1,084 votes, and William H. Ken- 
nedy 726 votes. These were declared to be the 
three highest. and their nomination was made 
unanimous. During the balloting a committee of 
three appeared from Irving Hall. It reported that 
Irving Hall had nominated Alexander 8. Davidson 
for Sheriff. This was received with cheers by the 
Tammany boys, who promptly gave the nominee a 
unanimous indorsement. Ex-Assemblyman An- 
drew Blessing offered the following preamble and 
resolution: 

Whereas, It is a well-known fact that William R. 
Grace, Mavor of this City and ruler of the Democratic 
State Central Committee, is in league with the Re- 
publican organization to prevent a union of the Dem- 
ocratic forces in this City and has been instrumental 
in organizing the so-called Citizens’ Party for the pur- 
pose of bargaining away votes for the Republican 
candidate for Governor, Charlies J. Folger, against 


that Simon Pure Democrat, Grover Cleveland, there- 
fore be it

Resolved, That this covention request the Chairman 
of the State Committee to call that body together, at 
the earliest moment, and expel him: from the commit- 
tee, and expel him as a spy and traitor. 


The reading of the resolution was greeted with 
uproarious applause, and it was unanimously 
adopted. At this point a committee was an- 
nounced from the convention of the County De- 
mocracy. The spokesman reported that the afore- 
said convention had nominated Patrick Keenan as 
its candidate for County Clerk. It was unani- 
mously indorsed by the Tammany convention, 
which then adjourned sine die. }

IRVING HALL ENTHUSIASTIC. 
NOMINATING ITS SHERIFF AND APPROVING 
THE WHOLE TICKET. 


There was no lack of enthusiasm in Irving 
Hall yesterday afternoon when Sheriff Bowe called 
the convention to* order. Ex-Senator Luke F. 
Cozans reported for the sub-committee that in the 
interests of peace and harmony Franklin Edson 
was recommended to the convention for Mayor of 
the united Democracy, [applause,} and that the 
office of Sheriff had been conceded to Irving Hall. 
{Cheers.] The County Clerkship had been con- 
ceded to the County Democracy, [applause,] 
and the two Judges of the Superior Court 
and three Coroners to Tammany Hall. [Applause 
and a few hisses.] The report was adopted. 
Ex-Justice Callahan moved the nomination of 
Franklin Edson for Mayor by acclamation, and the 
delegates rose in a body and cheered lustily. Ex- 
Congressman James O’Brien presented the name 
of Alexander V. Davidson for Sheriff. He predict- 


ed a Democratic mater of 40,000, and moved that 
the nomination of Mr. vidson be made unan- 
imous.

A recess was 
taken, and at 5:30 o’clock Mr. Davidson 
mounted the platform to the music of resounding 
cheers. In accepting the nomination Mr. Davidson 
said if he were eiected to the Shrievalty he would 
try to administer its affairs as they had been ad- 
ministered by the present Sheriff, as, by so doing, 
be would satisfy the public and_ reflect 
credit on the organization which he represented. 
Mr. Cochrane announced that there would bearati- 
fication by all the Democratic organizations on Oct. 
26 of the State and local ticket. There was a fusil- 
Jade of cheers and Land-clapping when the com- 
mittees entered the room accompanied by delegates 
from Tammany and the County Democracy. 
Mr, Spinola in announcing Tammany’s ac- 
tion said that as he was something of a 
stranger in Irving Hall he was glad 
to make the acquaintance of the convention. 
Senator Grady took an opportunity to refer to the 
citizens’ movement, which, he said, originated with 
aman who would retire from office on Dec. 31, 
without a political friend in the City.

QUIET MARKE18 IN CHICAGO, 


A DOWNWARD TENDENCY IN PRICES WITH 
LITTLE BUSINESS, 

CuHicaco, Oct. 17.—The leading produce 
markets were less active to-day, some of them 
being really quiet, and all were easy. The finer 
weather encouraged a reaction from the strain of 
the previous day, and the markets tended down- 
ward, though they could scarcely be called weak. 
Provisions were quiet and easier. They were 
really dull during a considerable part of the ses- 
sion. Liverpool was said to be 6d. lower on lard, 
though there has probably been no change in that 
market since Saturday, and the local hog market 
was steady, with only a moderate supply. But 
operators looked as if they were afraid of corn, 
and disposed to sell provisions rather than to buy. 
Pork advanced 5 cents per barrel, then declined 10 
to 12% cents, and closed on the near futures 5 to 
10 cents lower than on Monday afternoon, while 
the long futures showed little change. Lard ad- 
vanced about 5 cents early, fell back 10 cents, and 
closed steady at the decline. Meats were active 


and steady for this month, but fell off 10 cents for 
year delivery. On the afternoon call, November 
pork declined 5 cents, October lard declined 5 
cents, and May lard advanced 5 cents. 

Flour was more active and firm at former prices, 
There were some export orders on the market, 
and limits thereon were increased in a few cases, 
but most of them were limited below seller views. 
Operators noted a growing disposition on the part 
of Eastern buyers to stock - before the close of 
navigation leaves them at the mercy of the rail- 
roads. Wheat was less active andeasier. Futures 
advanced %4 to of a cent early, declined 
14 cents, and clused about 4% cent below 
the latest prices of Monday. Receipts were 
smaller, and stocks in store decreased during last 
week, which accounted for the early firmness. 
But the weather was finer here. St, Louis reported 
largely increased receipts, and Erie Canal freights 
were firmer, while the easier feeling in corn also 
helped to depress wheat. There was not much life 
in tutures either way. There was a better export 
demand for No. 3 of both kinds, the offerings be- 
ing freely taken at Monday’s prices. No. 2 red 
was alsoin good demand, advancing 4 of a cent, 
though some people thought it was taken on New- 
York account, and not for direct export. The cur- 
rent reports of No, 2 Spring are not wanted by 
shippers, and were only salable to apply contracts 
at about 144 cents below the price for November. 
On the afternoon call the market was a shade 
firmer. 

Corn was active and irregularly lower, declining 
1 to 24% cents from the lowest prices of Monday. 
and closing tame. The year delivery was the 
weakest of the lot. Receipts were somewhat 
larger, including some by canal, and the weather 
was fine. This more than counterbalanced reports 
of astronger tone in England, with a decrease of 
nearly one-third in our stocks in store during last 
week. The chief points in the trading were the slack- 
ened demand for spot corn, the glucose men hold- 
ing offas buyers, and the indication that the crowd 
was long makes a weak market, which they did not 
want to let down. There was a good deai of 
changing over from one month to another, but less 
trading on outside account, and some big local 
operators were supposed to be watehing for a 
chance to sell. On the afternoon call the year ad- 
vanced 3¢ of a cent, and January and May % of a 
cent, with little change in other futures. Oats 
were active and weaker, with heavy sales of May 
delivery early at1lto 154 cents below the closing 
price of Monday. These transactions weaken the 
whole market outside of spot, and the closing 
prices were generally the lowest of the day. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade hada 
rather interesting session to-day. Complaints 
against the firms who defaulted on July and Sep- 
tember wheat were brought hetore the meeting 
for consideration. The firms cited in the July 
cases had not begun injunction suits. The circum- 
stances were all alike. and only the case of Pooie, 
Kent & Co. was heard. The Directors listened to 
considerable evidence on both sides, and at last de- 
cided to postpone final action for two weeks.

ELEVATED ROAD DAMAGES

THE STORY CASE DECIDED IN THB 
' PLAINTIFF'S FAVOR. 

A DEFEAT FOR THE RAILROAD COMPANY 
AFTER FIVE YEARS OF LITIGATION—THH 
RIGHT OF INJURED PROPERTY-OWNERS 
TO RECEIVE COMPENSATION ASSERTED 
BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

The Court of Appeals rendered a decision 
yesterday reversing the decision of the General 
Term of the Court of Common Pleas of this 
County in the case of Rufus Story against the New- 
York Elevated Railroad Company, and ordering a 
new trial on the merits of the case. This decision 
is one of the most important ever handed down 
from a court inthis State, practically declaring, as 
it does, that the owners of property along which 
the elevated railroads run have a right to recover 
damages where their property has been injured in’ 
value by the construction of the road. ‘It means 
simply this,” said John E. Parsons, one of the at- 
torneys of Mr. Story, “that when it can be shown 
that private property has been made toa 
suffer by the building of the elevated 
roads the owners of that property may sue 
for damages, and recover them. Of course, 
the amount to be recovered will depend altogether 
upon the estimate which a jury may place on the 
damage done. Some of the property along the 
line of the elevated roads has undoubtedly been 


greatly benefited by their construction. Other 
property, like that in West Third-street and Fifty- 
third-street, has just as certainly been injured, _— 
this decision sets at rest forever the question 0 
the right of the owners of that property to recovel 
what a jury = consider equitable damages. Mr. 
Story’s suit, which it has taken over five years ta 
decide, presented to the courts a question which 
had never before arisen, the question of the liabili 
of the elevated roads to compensate the owners o 
property elong their lines, The New-York Road 
took the ground that the City owns the streets in 
fee sit. le, and could authorize their use for any 
purpose whatever. We held that Mr. Story, under 
his deed, owns the land to the middle of the street, 
and that the building of the road over the street 
was an infringement of his property rights. The 
Court of Appeals has decided that our view of the 
matter is right, and that decision practically opens 
the door forredress to every property-owner whos¢ 
rights have really been infringed upon.” 

Rufus Story. the plaintiff in the suit upon whick 
this important decision has been rendered, owns 
the property at Nos. 7 and 9 Front-street. He 
sued to restrain the New-York Elevated Railroad 
Company from constructing and operating its road. 
through Front-street opposite his premises. Na 
proceedings had been taken to condemn his inter< 
est in the street, and he claimed, through his coun< 
sel, that the elevated company was appropriating 
his property. The defendant, is its answer, de« 
nied that Mr. Story had the title which he claimed 
in the street road-bed, denied that he would sus 
tain the injury which he claimed, and insisted 
on its right to build and use its road 
through Front-street. The action was tried 
ia the Court of Common Pleas in October, 1877. and 
resulted in a judgment for the railroad, Judge 
Robinson holding that the City owned the fee of 
Front-street, opposite the plaintiff’s premises, that 
the plaintiff was not, and never had been, seized 
of the same in fee, and that he was not, asabutting 
owner, entitled to an injunction to protect his 
ptemises from any interference by the defendant 
with the street, or with the right of free passage 
through it. From this judgment an appeal was 
taken to the General Term of the Court of Com-< 
mon Pleas, and that body, on Nov. 2, 1877, affirmed 
the judement of the lower court and dismissed 
the complaint on its merits. Mr. Story then carried 
his case to the Court of Appeals. The appeal was 
heard in May, 1881, and the court then ordered a 
reargument. The final arguments were made last 
June in Saratoga, John E. Parsons and William M. 
Evarts appearing for Mr. Story, and David Dudley 
Field for the New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany. It was on these arguments that tne decision 
of yesterday was based. 

The counsel for Mr. Story urged as his principal 
claim that he did own the one-half of the bed of 
Front-street_opposite his premises, and that the 
finding of Judge Robinson that the fee of this 
property was in the City was error, and quoted a 
number of authorities to prove thatin giving title 
to property bounding on a street the title is 
legally held to carry to the centre line of the street. 
Another point upon which great stress was laid was 
that the plaintiff,as a mere abutting owner, has 
an absolute right to protect the street in front of 
him for ordinary street uses. To deprive him of 
air and light. of ventilation and access, it was 
urged, isto take from him his property, and, no 
compensation having been given to him, it is in 
violation of the constitutional protection that pri- 
vate property shall not be taken for public use 
without just compensation, and that no person shail 
be deprived of his property without due procesa 
of law. A pnumber of cases were cited in which 
the right of the owner of property to be compen< 
sated when his property is damaged for the sake 
of public improvements is asserted. These cases 
were tried in the Supreme Court of the United 
States and in the courts of Illinois, Indiana, Con- 
necticut, New-Jersey, Missouri, Wisconsin, and 
New-York. In this State tne cases bearing on thig 
question are numerous, and they are uniform ig 
holding that when it is necessary to take the prop- 
erty of an individual, or to destroy or materially 
injure it or its appurtenances in regard to its pres- 
ent or future use, for the public cood, the owner is 
entitled to compensation and will be protected by 
injunction until such compensation is provided for; 
and that where inconvenience or loss, as an ordi- 
nary and almost inevitable consequence, results 
from public improvements. an action will lie 
for damages. The fourth point made by 
Mr. Story’s counsel, and which was also 
fortified by numerous quotations, was that the in- 
terest of the abutting owner, his right to light and 
air,and freedom of access, and his exemption 
from annoyance, is property, and it can only be 
taken from him by legal process and for just com- 
pensation. Whether the plaintiff {is owner in fee 
of the bed of Front-street, or is limited to the ordi-' 
nary right of an abutting owner, Mr. Parsons 
argued, the construction and maintenance of the 
defendant’s railroad, in imposing a new burden or 
servitude upon the street, violates the plaintiff's’ 
rights and so takes property.

THE DECISION OF THE COURT. 
THE ELEVATED RAILWAY DECIDED TO BE AN 

OBSTRUCTION AND ABUTTING PROPERTY 

OWNERS ENTITLED TO COMPENSATION. 

ALBANY, Oct. 17.—Judge Tracy delivered 

the majority opinion in the case of Story against 
the elevated railroad, which was concurred in by 
Judges Andrews, Rapallo, and Danforth. The 
dissenting opinion was written by Judge Earl, and 
was concurred in by Judges Miller and Finch. The 
following is Judge Tracy’s opinion: 


Rufus Story. appellant, vs. the New-York Ele~ 
vated Railway Company, respondent. Mr. John 
E. Parsons and William M. Evarts for appellant; 
David Dudley Fieid for respondent; Tracy, Judge. 

The principal question to be determined in this 
case, Has the property of the plaintiff been taken 
for public use within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion of this State? The plaintiff claims that by the 
true construetion of the deed from the City of his 
original granters the bed of Front (then Water 
street was included in the grant, and that he is 
now the owner of the fee of one-half of the bed of 
Front-street in front of his lots. But if this claim 
be not sustained then he insists that in the original 
grant of the premises in question, the City of New- 
York covenanted with his grantors that Front 
street should be and remain an open street for 
ever; that this covenant being for the benefit of 
the abutting lands is one running with the 
land and the right or privilege secured 
thereby constitutes property within the 
meaning of Article I., section 6, of the Consti- 
tution, which provides that ‘private property 
shall not be taken for public use without just com- 
pensation.” The plaintiff's lots, Nos. 7 and 9 
abutting on Front-street, were formerly water lots, 
or lands under water. These lots, and the streets, 
were a part of a larger tract owned by the City, 
which, prior to 1773, it caused to be surveyed and 
laid out into streets and lots, and designated upon 
a map. In May and December, 1773, the City 
granted and conveyed one of the piaintiff's lots, 
with other lands, to one De Peyster, and the other 
lot to one Ellison. The boundary of the grant on 
one side began at Dock-street, extending easterly 
across the street, then shof#¥2 on the 
map us Water (now Front) street, to what 
would be the westerly limits of the 
East River, when the land should be filled in and 
the streets mentioned in said grant made and con- 
structed. The plaintiff's lots are deseribed as 
being upon the side of Water (now Front) street, 
as by the survey made of these and sundry other 
lots by Gerard Bancker, dated the 10th day of No- 
vember, 1772, and filed in the office of the Town 
Clerk, as will more fully appear, with the appur- 
tsnaaces thereto belonging and appertaining. Tne 
grantees covenanted and agreed to widen Dock-« 
street 15 feet. and to build and construct a 
and substantial street as so widened; to make an 
eonstruct Water (now Front) street, and alsa 
to build and erect a good, substantial 
dock or street on the outward boundery 
of their respective grants, and the deed then de< 
ciares, “which said several streets shail forever 
thereafter continue and be for the free andcommon 
passage of, and a3 public streets and ways for, the 
inhabitants of the said City, and all others passing 
through or by the same, in like manner as other 
ete of the same City now are, orlawfully ought 
to be. 

The trial eourt finds that the grantees made and 
constructed the several streets mentioned in the 
grant, and that the plaintiff is now the owner of © 
said lots upon which w erected a 
occupying the entire front ar pe stories 
high. The defendant insists, the trial 

found, that, by the true construe 
tion of the deed, bed t 
was excepted therefrom and never passed to tae 
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pf the construction of the grant isto make the co 
ant found therein, that the several streets shalt 
orever thereafter continue to be public streets, 
& covenant of the City, and not of the grantees, 
for we must assume that the covenant was made 
by the party who held the title to the bed of the 
ttreet, and therefore had power to control its use, 
anc not by one who had no title, and consequentiy 
bho such power. Ifthe bed of the street was in- 
cluded in the grant, and the title thereto passed to 
the grantees, then it is even more clear that 
the covenant must be deemed the covenant 
of the City, the land designated oon 
the map as a street with other lands on both sides 
thereo’ and abutting thereon, being conveyed to 
ehyphoned persons could net become a street except 

Y proceedings taku. for that purpose, or by a 
dedication of it by the owners-to the public use, 
and its acceptance by the public. Mere dedication 
is not enough; lands so dedicated do not become a 
Dublic street until accepted by the public authori- 
ties. The construction of the street by the 
jgrantees in performance of the covenant on their 
‘part would amount to a dedication of the street 
to public use. The covenant of the City, that the 
\8treets when constructed should be and remain 
age ed streets forever, constitutes an acceptance 

y the City of the lands thus dedicated. (The City 
of Oswego vs. the Oswego Cana! Company, 6 N. 
Y.. 257: Lee vs. Sandy Hill, 40 N. Y., 442; Requa vs. 
Rochester, 45, N. Y¥., 129.) 

Assuming the construction placed upon the grant 
of the court below to be correct, we have to con- 
sider the effect of sueha covenant in a grant of 
land made by a municipal corporation, having 
authority to lay out and open streets, and to acquire 
lands for that purpose. Where an individual con- 
veys village or city lots, designated upon a map as 
abutting upon a public street, the map be- 
Ing referred to in the deed, it is well 
settled that the grantee acquires, as against 
the grantor, a right of way over. the 
strip of land referred to asa street, although the 
kame may not, in fact, be a public street, not hay- 
Ing been accepted by the public as such; yet, as 
between the parties to the grant, the land is 
deemed to have been dedicated to the public by 
the grantor, and he cannot thereafter appropriate 
said lands to any use inconsistent with their use as 
@ public street, (Oswego vs. Oswego Canal Co., 6 

NX. Y., 257; Cox vs. James, 45 N. Y., 557; Smiles vs. 
Hastings, 22 N. Y., 217; 2 Wend., 472; 1 Wend., 262.) 
The same rule applies to the State or a municipal 
corporation where it deals with its lands as owners 
or proprietors, (The City of Oswego vs. The Oswego 
Canal Co., supra.) In the case 1 Wend., 262, the 
court says: “in such a case the grantee ob- 
tains a perpetual right of way over the space 
called a street.” In 2 Wend. (supra) in such 
a case the court says: “A covenant will be im- 
plied that the purchaser shall have an easement or 
right of way in the street to the full extent of its 
dimensions.”’ The City of New-York, having power 
to lay out and open sireets and to acquire land for 
Buch purposes, had power to dedicate its own 
lands to such uses and to bind itself by a covenant 
with its grantees of abutting lands, that a particu- 
lar street should forever be kept as a public street. 
What interest, then, if any, did the grantees 
acquire in the bed of the street by such 
grant and covenant? M.#purchased Jand in a 
Village adjoining a public street, and it was 
as the same time agreed between him and the 
grantor that a triangular piece of land belonging 
to the latter on the opposite side of the street and 
in fromt of the land sold, should never be built 
upon, but should be deemed public property; and 
the grantor executed to the grantee a deed of the 
land sold and a bond fer the performance of the 
agreement as te the triangular piece of land, both 
instruments being proved and recorded. H.

It was further held that easements are an- 
exed to the dominant tenement and pass to the 
antee of such estate. It was also held that they 
cv also a charge upon the estate of the servient 
senetient and follow such an estate into the hands 
pf those to whom such seryvient' tene- 
ment or any part thereof is conveyed. 
The same question was again before the 
Chancellor in the cases of the Trustees of Water- 
town and White against Cowen and Bagg, where 
it was again held that a grantee of a lot adjoining 
@ public square, who has a special covenant from 
the original owner of the ground that it shall be 
kept open for the benefit of his land, may restrain 
the grantor from violating the covenant. It was 
niso held that a covenant in a deed of land not to 
erect a building on a common square owned vy 
the grantee in front of the premises conveyed is 
® coyenant running with the land and was the 
grant of a privilege or. easement which 
passed to a subsequent grantee of the 
estate without any special assignment of the cove- 
nant. The principle of these casea was recently 
aftirmed by this court in the case of Phan'x Insu- 
france Company against Continental Insurance 
Company. In the case last cited, H. conveyed land 
to S. by deed, and the grantee covenanted for him- 
Reif, his representatives, and assigns, not to erect 
pr cause to be erected any building or erection on 
B certain specified part of the premises conveyed, 
‘which adjoined the remaining land of a grantee, 
and it was heid, all the Judges concurring, that 
euch a covenant, both in respect to the burden and 
the benefit, adheres and follows the respective 
parcels of land through all the devolutions of 
title, and the right to enforce the covenant 
Passed to the plaintiff as subsequent grantee of H. 
of the dominient tenement, and the covenant 
would be enforced by a court of equity against a 
subsequent purchaser of the servicent tenement, 
who purchased with notice of acovenant. These 
eases are directly in point, and it follows that, by 
the law of this State, as interpreted and held by 
fts highest courts for the last 50 years, without 
criticism or doubt, the grantees of the City, by force 
of their grant. acquired the right to have Front- 
atreet forever as a public street. The street has 
thue become what is known to the common 
law as the servient tenement, and the lots 
abutting tnereon the dominient tenement. Such 
pervitude coustitutes a private easement in the bed 
of the street attached to the lots abutting thereon 
and passed to the pisintiffas the owner of such 
lots. That an easement is property within the 
eaning of the Constitution cannot be doubted. 
his was expressly adjudicated in this court in the 
case of Arnold vs. the Hudson River Kailroad 
Company. Arnold owned a nall factory, together 
“vith the right to take a certain quantity of water 
from acreek and to convey it over or under the 
surface of intervening lands to such _ factory 
to propel machinery. For this purpose he built 
a trunk about six feet above the surface, 
through which the water was conveyed. In 1830 
the defendant, having acquired title to a portion of 
the tnterveniny lands, constructed tracks thereon, 
removed the portion of the trunk over said surface 
without Arnold’s knowledge. and constructed an- 
pther trunk under the lands, through which the 
water was conveyed and thenralsed by a penstock 
into the old trunk near the factory. The court 
eld, by the coucurrence of all the Judges voting, 
that Arnold's easement was property within the 
meaniazg of Article }., section 6, of the Constitution, 
and therefore could not nor could any portion of 
t be taken for public use without compensation. 
n Doyle vs. Lord (64 N. Y., 422) this eourtjbeld that 
nlessee of astore had an easement for the pur- 
se of light aud ulrin a yard attached to the build- 
mg. In Sixth-Avenue Railroad Company vs. Kerr 
at al. (72 N. Y., 330) this court algo held that an ense- 
ment in a public street may be condemned and 
tuken for a public use. 
Tho rext question to be considered is, has the 
plaintiff's property been taken by the defendant 
within the meaning of the Constitution of this 
Btate? Toconstitute such a taking it is sufficient 
the person claiming compensation has some right 
or privilege secured by grant inthe property ap- 
ropriated tothe public use which right or privi- 
Jege is destroyed, injured, or abridged by sneh ap- 
‘{propriation, Has the plairtiff’s easement in front- 
street been destroyed or injured by the appropria- 
‘ion of the street to the usea of the defeudant’s 
road? As we have seen, the plaintiff acquired noth- 
Ing more than a right to have the street kept as 
public street, and this must be deemed to 
be held subject to the power of the Leyislature to 
regulate and controi the pubiic uses of the street. 
This brings us to the question whether the occupa- 
tion of the street by the defendant’s road is com- 
patible with, or destructive of, its use as a public 
street. Front-street is about 45 feet in width, the 
roadway between the curbstones being about 24 
feet wide, The trial court has found as a fact that 
the defendant's road is to be constructed upon a 
series of columns, about 15 inches square, 1444 feet 
high, placed about 5 inches inside the edge 
pf the sidewalk, and carrying cross girders which 
support four sets of longitudinal sirders, upon 
which are placed cross ties, for three sets of rails for 
B steant railroad: that.the girders are 89 inches deep, 
the longitudinal girders 33 inches deep; that the 
line of coluinus abridges the sidewalk and corre- 
ppondingly interferes with the street and thorcugh- 
fure where such columns are located thereon; that 
the structure as proposed on Front-street will fiil 
so much of the carriage-way of the street as is 
about J5 feet abeve the roadway. The effect of 
Ruch structure, the court finds, will be to some ex- 
teat to obscure the light of the abutting premises 
ppposite to it, and will to some extent impair the 
enerai usefulness of the plaintiff’s premises and 
epreciate their value, 
Can the street be lawfully appropriated to such 
Paint fo without making compensation to the

street as anopen public street. Whether a 

uler stracture ai rized by the Legislature is con- 
sistent with the uses of the street as a street 
must be largely a question of fact, de- 
pending upon the nature and_ character 
of the structure authorized, The court below found 
that the series of iron columns abridge the street, 
and the superstruetnure erected thereon obscures 
the light to the adjoining premises and depreciates 
the value of the piaintift’s property. The extent 
to which plaintiff's property is appropriated is not 
material; it cannot, nor can any part of it, be ap- 
Pay cd rap to the public use without compensation. 

e think such a structure closes the street pro tan- 
toand thus directly invades the plaintiff's easement 
in the street as secured by the grant of the City. 
Whatever view be taken of the facts of this branch 
of the case, the same result must be reached. If 
the title to the bed of the street passed to the 
grantees of the City, then the pubdlic acquired a 
mere easement in the street, resulting from its 
dedication to public use, the easement resting 
upon the express covenant of the owners of the 
fee that the street shall be kept as_a public 
street forever. The fee remainea in the owner 
making the dedication, and he having sold lots 
abutting upon the street the purchaser—as 
we have already seen—obtained a perpetual right 
of way over the space called a street to the full ex- 
tent of its dimensions. Whether the bed of the 
street was excepted from the grant of the City and 
the title thereof never vested in the grantees, or 
whether the bed of the street was included in the 
grant and passed to such grantees, is of little im- 
portance, as in either event the plaintiff has a pri- 
vate easement of a right of way in the street, 
coupled with an express covenant that the 
entire space marked on the map as Front-street 
shali forever be kept asa public street, The de- 
fendant’s railroad, as authorized by the Legisla- 
ture, directly encroaches upon the plaintiff's ease- 
ment and appropriates his property to the uses and 
purposes of the corporation. This constitutes a 
taking of property for public use. It follows that 
such a taking cannot be authorized except on con- 
dition that the defendant makes compensa- 
tion to the plaintiff for the property thus 
taken. The conclusion here reached is not 
in conflict with the determination of this court in 
the case of the people against Kerr, (27th N. Y., 
&8.) Kellinger vs. the Forty-second-Street Rail- 
road, (50th N. Y., 206,) and other similar cases. 
We agree with Church, Chief-Judge, in the case 
last cited, that “it is not quite clear as to what 
was intended to be decided by the court, in 
the people vs. Kerr, relative to the rights of 
abutting owners. In that case all of the private 
parties were abutting owners upon streets that had 
been opened underthe act of 1813, whereby the 
City acquired the fee of tke street,’’ in trust; never- 
Pe Hay that the same be appropriated and kept 
open for or as part of a. public street, avenue, 
equare, or place forever, in like manner as the 
other public streets in said City are or of right 
ought to be. The only question which could have 
been there presented and determined, so far as the 
abutting owners were concerned, was whether 
the use to which the street was appropriated by 
the act authorizing the construction of what are 
known as horse or street railroads, appro- 
priated the streets to a use inconsistent with 
their use as open public streets. Whether the 
rights of abutting owners in the streets were in- 
vaded, depended upon the nature and extent of 
the interest acquired by the public in the lands em- 
braced therein. It is well settled that the State in 
exercise of the Hebe of eminent domain, or a corpo- 
Tation having thefdelegatedjpower, may acquire 
such an interest or estate as in the judgment of the 
Legislature the public services may demand. 
(Hayward vs. the Mayor of New-York, 3 Selden, 
814.) It may acquire the property in fee simple, 
absolute, or a qualified fee, or an ease- 
ment merely, or the right to a  tempo- 
rary or permanent use of the _ property, 
(Sixth-avenue Railroad Company vs. Kerr, 72 N. Y. 
R., 833,) and the compensation to be made is regu- 
lated by the extent of the interest acquired. The 
proceedings by which land is acquired by the ex- 
ercise of the right of eminent domain’amount toa 
statutory conveyance of the same to the public or 
the corporation, and there is no distinction be- 
tweer such a conveyance anda voluntary convey- 
ance made for a public use. Where property is 
acquired for public use by proceedings in invifum, 
the statute whieh authorizes the acquisition 
constitutes the contract between the citizen 
and the public, and when the interest has once 
been aeguired it cannot be changed or enlarged 
without further compensation. it is only when the 
title is acquired in fee simple absolute that the 
property may be converted to other pul-lic uses, or 
the particular use ceasing it may be sold and con- 
veyed and converted to private uses, (Hayward 
vs. the Mayor of New-York, 3 Selden, 314; Brook- 
lyn Park Commissioners vs. Armstrong, 45 
N. Y. RR. 289.) But where the public ac- 
quire not the property itself, but the mere 
right to use it for a particular pur 
pose, the title of the former owner is not 
extinguished. but is so qualified that it can only be 
enjoyed subject to the easement. In such a case 
the title of the public is limited to the particular 
use, with the powers and privileges incident 
thereto, such as the right to use the tlinber aud soll 
for the purpose of constructing or maintaining the 
street, he former proprietor still retains bis ex- 
clusive right ip ali mines, quarries, springs of 
water, timber, and earth, and may enjoy the bene- 
ficial ownership of the fee for every purpose not 
incompatible with the public use for which the 
land was taken, and may maintain trespass, eject- 
ment, or waste, (Jackson vs. Hathaway, 15 John 
son 447,) and the use ceasing the litle reverts to the 
former owner, freed from the public easement. 
#iBy the act 1814 the City acquired the fee in the 
street, in trust, however, for a particular public 
use. Conceding that thia trust is for the benefit 
of the abutting owner as well as for the public, the 
only rigbt which he has in the street js the right to 
jusist that the trust be faithfully executed. So long 
as the street is kept open as a public 
street the abutting owner cannot complain, 
The auestion presented in the case of The People 
vs. Kerr was whether the particular structure 
there authorized was inconsistent with the contin- 
ued use of the streets as open public streets of the 
City. Whetherit was or not was a question of 
fact dependent upon the nature and character of 
the structure therein involved. The court found 
and determined that it was not {inconsistent with 
the public uses of a pubiic street, but was in ald of 
such uses. And in Kelilnger vs. ‘The Forty-sec- 
ond-Street Railroad Company (50 N. Y. R,, 206) 
this court limits the decision in the case of The Peo 
ae vs. Kerr to a “‘simple declaration that the 
egislative authority to construcs a railroad on the 
surface of the street, without a change of grade, 
was a legitimate exercise of the power ot regulating 
the use of public streets for public uses. The ques- 
tion whether the abutting owners upon streets 
opened under the act of 1813 had the right to pre- 
veut their being conyerted to a use destructive of 
their existence as public streets was not 
deemed by the court to be involved in 
that case. This appears from the report 
of the case. Davies, J., did not sit in the case. 
Rosekrans, J., was of the opinion that the power of 
the Legislature extended only to governing the 
mode of passingupon the surface of streeta, aud 
Judges Baicom and Marvin, concurring in the re 
sult, stated that ‘there might be a private right in 
the owners adjoining tie sireet to have free access 
to their premises, heid under the original proprie 
tor of the tract embracing the street, of which said 
owner could not be deprived by the assent or sur 
render of the pnblic, or of the general owner of the 
fee in the street, or both, without compensation 
for his incidental interest or easement in the street. 
Tais they said to preclude the cenclasion that any 
such interest had been disregarded. They saw no 
such question tn the case.” 

But ihe question which was not seen to be in 
volvedin that case is the enly question involved 
in che case now under consideration. The ques- 
tion here presented is not whether the Legislature 
has the power to regulate und = control 
the public uses of the public streets 
of the City, but whether it has the 
power to grant to a railroad corporation authority 
to take possession of such ssreets and appropr! 
ate them to uses inconsistent with and destructive 
of their continued use as open public streets of 
the city. Had the act in that cuse authorized the 
corporations to take permanent and exclusive 
possession of portions of the streets to build sid 
ings, and to permanently eveupy them with rows 
of cars standing in front of the stores and resi 
dences of abutting owners, and to ereet perma- 
nent depot buildZags within the limits of the streets 
fer accommodation of their passengers, we can 
nct doubt that a different result would have Leen 
reached in that case. The fact that a particular 
atrusture is found to be consistent wiih the uses 
of a street is no evidence that a different structure 
is not inconsistent with such uses, 

The conclusion reached In the present case is 
based upei the character of the structure here in- 
volved. The language of Wright, Judge, in the 
People vs. Therr, that the abutting owsers havo 
no property, estate, or interest in Jand forming the 
bed of the strect in front of their respective prem- 
ises to be protected by the right of eminent do- 
main, must be construed with reference to the 
polat thon being considered. This court had held, 
in the case of Williams vs. the New-York Central 
Railroad (16 N. Y. R. 107) that where the 
publie had acquired a mere right of 
way over the land of another, the laying down of 
railrvad tracks and constructing @ steam railroad 
in the streets of acity was an enlargement of the 
use understood and contemplated by the parties at 
the time the land was acquired and imposed an ad- 
ditional burden upon the fee, and that such act 
could not be authorized without compensation to 
the owner. This case was cited and relied upon 
in support of the claim of the abutting owners 
but the answer was that the abutting owners dic 
not own the fee of the street; that such fee, being 
in the public, the Legislature might lawfuily ap- 
propriate it to any public use consistent with the 
trust for which it was beld, notwithstanding such 
use of astreet may not have been kuown or con- 
templated at the time the land was acquired. Hav- 
ing parted with the fee, the abutting owner could 
not maintain trespass, or waste, and, against an act 
which did nothing more than to impose an addi- 
tional burden upon the fee, he could uot invoke the 
inhibition of the Coastitution, that private proper- 
ty shall not be taken for public use without com- 
pensation. Thus anderstood, we think the language 
of Wright, Judge, not wy aie to criticism and fur- 
nishes uo support to the claim now made that the 
owner, whose lands were taken and are now held 
in trust, to be appr#priated and used as open pub- 
lic streets forever, has no standing in court to in- 
sist that the trust shall be kept and that the streets 
shall not be destreyed. ‘This previse question was 
before the Supreme Court of the United States in 
tha case of Railroad Company against Schurmeir, 
(7 Wall. 272.) In deciding the case that court says: 


“Attempt is also made to justify the acts of the re- 
spondents (the railroad ery wy A “8 grantees of the 
State, upon the ground that the complainant in dedi- 
cating the premises to the pon as a street, levao, 
and landing, parted with all his tithe to the same, and 
that the entire titie rested in fee in the State. 
spondents rely for that purpose upon 
statute of the Territory of innesota. 
pose the construction of that provision, as 
assumed by the respondents, is correct, it 
is no defense to the suit, because it is nevertheless 
true that the municipal corporation took the title in 
trust impliedly, if not expressly, designated by the 
act of party 10 making the dedicaticn. They could 
not, nor could the State, convey to the respondents 
any right to disregard the trust or to appropriate the 

vemises to any pur which would render value- 
ess the adjoining real estate of the complainant.” 


That this trust, created by the act of 1813, was 
intended to be for the benefit of the abutting

queer es wellas for the public, we cannot doubt. 

property kas little or no value disconnected 
from the streets upon which it abuts. The opening 
of a olty street mukes the property abutting thereon 
available for parposes of trade and commerce, and 
greatly enhances its value. The act of 1813 pro- 
ceeds apes the assumptien of this well-known 
fact, and the damayes sustained by reason of the 
taking were assessed in view of the trust assumed 
by the public, that such lands were to _be 
mee as open public streets forever. The 
public did not assume to take the lands 
in fee simple absolute, but took and paid for a 
lesser estate, and, in pursuance of the theory of 
the statute. that the abutting owner has a special 
interest in the street, the cost of the lands was !m- 
mediately assessed back upon the abutting 
property. All the owner has ever received for the 
lands taken under this act is the benefit accruing 
to his abutting property by reason of the trust for 
which the lands are held. Having surrendered his 
land in consideration of the trust assumed by the 
public, if the trust can now be abrogated and the 
streets surrendered to the uses and _ pur- 
ao of a_ railroad corporation, it  fol- 
ows by authorities that private property 
may be taken for public use against 
the consent of the owner, and without compensa- 
tion. We have examined the other cases cited by 
the learned counsel for the respondent, and in 
none of them do we find authority for the claim 
here made. The case of the transportation com- 
pany vs, Chicago (99 U. S. R., 685) is not in point. 
The injury there complained of was necessarily 
done in the extension of a city street. The inter- 
ruption was temporary, ceasing with the com- 
pletion of the work. This case is decided upon 
the elementary principle that the public have a 
right to make such use of the land taken fora 
street as may be deemed necessary for its proper 
construction, repair, or maintenance. Within this 
power is included the right to fix the grade of the 
street and to change such grade from time to time 
asthe necessities of the public may require; but, 
whether the grade be elevated or depressed, it is 
still a public street, to which the public have the 
right of free access, subject to such Police regula- 
tions as may be adopted by the public authority 
having charge and control of the same. 

The argument has been pressed upon our atten- 
tion with great ability, that as railroads, like 
streets, are intended to facilitate trade and com- 
merce, and lands taken for either are taken for 
public use, the Legislature may in its discretion, 
appropriate the public streets of our cities to the 
raliroad cerporations, and this without reference 
to the form of their structure or the extent of tne 
injury wrought upon property abutting thereon. 
This is a startling proposition and one well cal- 
culated to fill the owners of suoh prop- 
erty with alarm. It cannot be that the 
vast property abutting on the streets of our great 
cities is held by so feeble a tenure. This court has 
repeatedly held that such a rule has no application 
where the abutting owner owns the fee of the bed 
of the street, and we are of opinion that iu cases 
where the public has taken the fee, but in trust to 
be used as a public street, no structure upon the 
street can be authorized that is inconsistent with the 
continued use of the same as an open public street. 
The obligation to preserve it as am open street 
rests in the contract written in the statute under 
which the lands were taken, and which may not be 
violated by the exercise of any legislative discre- 
tion. Whatever force the argument may have as 
applied to railroads built upon the surface of the 
street without change of grade, and where the 
road is so constructed that the public is not ex- 
cluded from any part of the street 
thereof, it has no force when applied 
to a structure like that authorized in the 
present case. The answer to the argument is that 
the lands taken for a particular publio use eannot 
be appropriated to a different use without further 
compensation; that the authority attempted to be 
conferred by the Legislature upon the defendant 
to take exclusive possession of portions of 
the public street, and to erect a series of 
iron columns on elther side thereof. upon 
which a superstructure is to be erected span 
ning the street and fillimg the roadway at 
5 feet above the surface, thus excluding light and 
alr from the adjoining premises, is anu attempt to 
appropriate the street to a use essentially incon- 
sistent with that of a pubiic street, and, in respeot 
to the land in question, violates the covenant of 
the City mado with the plaintiffs, grantors, and, in 
respect to lands acquired under the act of 1818, 
violates the trust for which such lands are held for 
public use. 

The argument drawn from the great benefit 
which these roads bave conferred upon the City 
of New-York can have but little weight in deter- 
mining the legal question presented in this case. 
No doubt these roads have added much to the ag 
gregate wealth of the City of New-York, aud have 
greatly promoted the convenience of its citizens; 
but the burden of so great a public improvement 
cannot rightfully be cast upon a few of its 
citizens, by appropriating their property to 
the public use, without compensation. The 
inhibition found im the Constitution against 
the right of the sovereign to appropriate private 
property to public use without making compensa 
tion therefor, was intended to secure all oltizens 
alike against belng compelled to contribute un- 
equally to the public burdens. Weare of opinicna 
that the Jaw under which the defendant is incor- 
porated authorizes it to aeguire such property as 
may be necessary for [ts uses and purposes upon 
making compensation therefor. This was substan 
tially determined in the matter of the New-York 
Elevated Road, (70 N. Y. R.) Wehave reached in 
this case the following:-conclusions: 

First—That ithe plaintiff, by force of the grant of 
the City to his grantors, has « rielt or privilege in 
Front-street which entities him to have the same 
kept open and continued as a public street for the 
benefit of his abutting property. 

Second—That this right or privilege eonstitutes 
an easement in the bed of the street which at 
taches to the abutting property of the plaintiff and 
constitutes private property within the meaning of 
the Constitution, of which he cannot be deprived 
without compensation, 

fhira—That such a structure as the court found 
the defendant was about to erect in Front-street, 
and which it has sinee erected, is inconsistent with 
the use of Front-street as a public street. 

Fourth—That the plaintiff's property has been 
takenand appropriated by the defendant for pub- 
lie use without compensation belng made therefor. 

Fift)/—That the defendant's acts are unlawful, 
and as the structure is permanent In its character, 
and tf suffered to continue will inflict a permaneat 
and continuing injury upoa the piaintiff, he has the 
right to restrain the ereetion and continuance of 
the road by iajunction 

Sivth—That the statutes under which the de 
fendant is organized authorize it to acquire such 
property as muy he necessary for its construction 
and operation by the exercise of the right of em!- 
nent domain. 

Seventh—In view of tha serious consequences to 
the defendant, we think no injunction prehibiting 
the continuance or operation of the road in Front 
street should be issued until the defendant has had 
a reasonable time after this deoision to acquire the 
plaintiff's property by agreement or by proceedings 
to condemn the same

GLUCOSE IN BREWERS’ HANDS. 

Prof. C. ¥. Chandler, President of the Board 
of Health, bas prepared a report to the board, in 
which he says: “The President would report, in 
respect to the communication from the brewers, 
signed by Messrs. Scharman and Katzenmeyer, 


that he has considered the application for informa- 
tion anid is compelled to report that as no sampies 
of the glucose used by the brewers has been pre- 
sented to the boord, aad no facilities have been 
offered by which the board could obtain authentic 
samples, it is impossibie te make a Batisfactory re- 
ply to the question asked. He would say, however, 
that glucose, when perfectly pure, is wholesome 
and @ normal constituent of many articles of food; 
but whether the glucose parcbused by the brewers 
and vsed as a substitute for barley-malt, is or is 
not contaminated by unwholesome inipurities is a 
qnestion which can owly be decided by a careful 
examination of authentic samples of the article 
actually employed. He would call atiention to the 
fact that there is another cuestion {nvelved in this 
matter, namely, whether the substitution of gin- 
cose for bariey-malt does not result in serious de- 
terioration in the quality of the mait Hauor pro- 
duced. The whole subject of glucose is now under 
investigation, at the request of the Treasury De- 
partment of the United States, by a committee of 
the National Academy of Sciences, of which he isa 
member, and it is probable that areport of the 
com mittee will be rerndy for the November meet- 
ing of the Academy, which will be hold on the 14th 
prox. at Columbia College.”

STRANDED ON A REEF.

DAMAGE TO THE STEAMER CITY OF WORCES- 
TER IN THE EAST RIVER. 

A heavy fog hung over the East HKiver last 
evening, and the steamer City of Worcester, of the 
Norwich Line, when nearly opposite the foot of 
East Thirty-fourth-street, about 6 o'clock, ran upon 
what is known as Governer’s Table, in the reef 
which extends southerly from Blackwell’s Island. 
Considerable excitement prevailed among the pas- 
sengers on board for a little while, and a large pro- 
portion of them went ashore on the tug-boat Wylie. 
The City of Worcester, in command of Capt. W. D. 
Ward, left her dock, Pier 40 North River, 


at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon bound for New- 
London. She earried a light cargo of merchandise 
and about 109 passengers. Under the guidance of 
Pilots Bailey and Chapman she steamed around 
the Battery and up the East River. As she ap- 
nroached the foot of Thirty-fourth-street she 
struck a thick bank of fog, and as the 
tide was rather low the Captain ordered 
the speed of the boat to be checked, 
and finally stopped the engines altogether. His 
idea was, as he says, to get into the middle of 
the river and anchor until the dense fog lifted. In 
a very few minutes, however,the steamer drifted 
around, struck the reef, and remained stationary. 
The freight-buoat City of Norwich, of the same line, 
end the tng-boat Wylie were behind the City of 
Worcester Both boats came up and tendered 
their assistance, as did also the ferry-boat Suffolk 
County. ‘The tug. however, was able to render all 
of the service that was required in taking nearly 
all of the passengers ashore, The stranded steamer 
was found to be leaking and the pumps were set at 
She remained on the reef until about 8:50 
o'clock, wher the high tide caused her to float off. 
She was taken to the foet of Kast Twenty-third- 
street and afterward moved to the dock of the 
Department of Public Works, foot of East Twenty- 
fourth-street. Superintendent S. A. Gardner, of 
the Norwich Line, soon made his appearance, but 
the extent of the damage to the vessel could not be 
ascerta!nod last night. Word was sent to the Mor- 
ritt Wrecking Company, of Staten Isiand, to make 
an examination to-day. There was about J2 inches 
of waterin the hold at midnight, and the pumps 
were working. It was thought that the boat had 
heen damaged on the port side, near the bow. The 
City of Worcester was launched in September, 
i8si. Sheisan iron boat, cspable of carrying 600 
passengers, and is said to have cost $500,000,

THE WRECK OF THE NANKIN. 

At the meeting of the Pilot Commissioners 
yesterday the great danger to which vessels pass- 
ing up or Gown Swash Channel are exposed in con- 
sequence of the non-removal of the Nankin was 
considered. A communication was received from 


Higgins & Cox, the attorneys for the United States 
Lioyds, asking what steps had been taken toward 
the vemoval of this wreek. Secretary Nash was 
directed to reply that the removal of the Nankin 
was first undertaken by the Merritt Wrecking 
Company, which afterward abandoned !t, The 
Government authorities were then appealed to. 
They replied that they were waiting for a Mr. 
Chapman, who had purehased the wreck, and who 
denied that they had any right to inter- 
tere. Instead of removing it as speedily 
as possible, Mr. Chapman went to work in 
as slow and economical a manner. The board had 
written bim from time to time, urging more speedy 
work, A communication wes received froin Capt. 
George Brown, the Light-house Inspector of this 
district. He stated that he had placed two 
spar buoys, striped horizontally black and red, to 
mark the spot where the Nankin lay. He knew of 
no way of lighting the position of this wreck. 
They had no Hgbted buoys, and It would be Im- 
practicable toe place a light-ship there, es she 
would swing through a considerable espace, and 
would af times blockade the channel. He would 
warn all vessels to avoid the Swash Chanrel at 
night. ‘There were now some small buoys near the 
Nankin which marked the location of the anchors 
placed there by the wrecking parties. These were 
a dangerous obstruction, but he had no authority 
to have them moved. Ia Capt. Brown’s opinion, 3 
bank would form around the wreck if it was net 
speedily removed, und this would practically close 
the channel or greatly change Its limits,

CIEUT. DANENHOWER’S TESTI. 
MONY ABOUT THE JEANNETTE. 
THE FREEZING IN OF THE SHIP—~HOW THE 
OFFICERS AND CREW S8PENT THE TIME 
-~THE SHIP CONSTANTLY SUBJECTED TO 
ICE PRESSURE. 


Wasuincron, Oct. 17.—The examination of 
Lieut. Danenhower was resumed at 11 o'clock to- 
day before the Board of Inquiry. He was ques- 
tioned relative to the general management of the 
Jeanuette after entering the Arctic Ocean, and, 
continuing his narrative. sketchea the progress of 
the ship from day to day. The course was north 
and west till Sept. 2, when pack-ice was met. From 
this date for several-days the course was north and 
east. After meeting the ice either Capt. De Long, 
Mr. Dunbar, (the ice pilot,) or witness was in the 


crow’s nest upon the lookout for ieads 
In the pack, Witness deseribed the “crow’s 
most” as a cask about 5 feet high and 4 
feet atits greatest diameter, fastened to the fore- 
mast above the cross-trees, and having a trap-door 
iri the bottom, through which the observer entered 
gud upon which he stood. On Sept. 4Herald Island 
was sighted. The ship continued to work through 
the pack west and north-west until Sept. 7, when 
there was a sudden fall of more than 380° in the 
temperature, and new ice began to form. No fur- 
ther progress could be made after this, andina 
few days the ship went into Winter quarters. Wit- 
ness then described the preparations which were 
made to insure the safety and comfort of the ship’s 
pompany, and to facilitate their escape if com- 
elled at short notice to abandon the ship. 
Daring Beptember and October the ice 
was comparatively quiet, but early in 
November great pressing and ramming 
took place. The ice was thrown up in ridges, and 
numerous cracks radiated from the ship. A great 
surging stream of ice about 100 feet from the star 
board quarter constantly encroached upon her. 
The motion of this stream was much greater at 
regular intervals, as though affected by the tides. 
The motion of the ice was greatest between Herald 
Isiaud ead Wrangell Land, indicating the effect of 
currents, while large pieces of ice were frequently 
seen With dirtand shells upon them, showing they 
bad been in contact with the lana. The Winter 
routine was put in force Noy.1. At 7A. M. all 
hands were called and the galley fires were lighted: 
at? A. M. breakfast, fore and aft; at 11.A. M. all 
hands were ordered out on the ice for exercise till 
1P. M., and the quarters were ventilated. Dinner 
was served fore and aft at3 P. M., and tne galley 
fires Were extinguished. At7. P.M. tea was served, 
mads from water obtained from the condenser, 
which it was found necessary to keep in operation 
ali the time. This routine was pursued with very 
little of interest to break its monotony until Noy, 
24. Onthat day, during a south-west gale, the ice 
opened and the vessel floated for nine heurs, when 
she was again fast im the pack, and it was impossi- 
ble to make progress in any direction. This was 
the tinal freezing-in of the ship. She was constantly 
subjected to ice pressure, but stood it well, and 
nothing of interest occurred during the rest of the 
year 1879. The court then adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning.

The Signal Service Burcau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, clearing and slightly 
cooler weather, south-west to north-west winds, 
stationary or slight rise in barometer. 


The loca! political situation is made dis- 
tinctly worse by the failure of the citizens’ 
movement to reach its natural conclusion in 
the nomination of a non-partisan candidate 


for Mayor who would command the 
respect of all classes. People who 
pay the taxes which support the Munici- 
pal Government and have a_ direct 
interest in its honest and economical 
administration cannot look with satisfac- 
tion upon the prospect of a Mayoralty con- 
test in which some provision is not made 
- for a union of strength on the part of the 
Republican voters of the City and those Dem- 
pcrats who do not sacrifice the desire for good 
government to partisanship. This latter class 
may not view with entire complacency and 
confidence the tripartite arrangement by 
which the nomination of Mr. FRANKLIN 
Epson was brought about. They may not 
be wholly without apprehension as to the 
results of the election of a nominee so satis- 
factory to Mr. Joun Keuiuy. But it cannot 
reasonably be hoped that their dissatisfac- 
tion and distrust will be grave enough to 
drive them quite over to the camp of their 
political opponents and to the support of a 
candidate’ for Mayor put in nomination by 
the regular Republican City Convention. 


* The conspiracy by affidavit through which 
the star route thieves hoped to throw the 
discredit of attempted bribery upon their 
prosecutors and so pave the way to an easy 
pscape at their second trial has been made 
Ineffective by the prompt exposure of the 
character of the affiants and the growing evi- 
dence of a complete understanding anda 
common aim between Brapy, Dorsey, and 
their associates and those jurors who are 
loudest in their protestations that they were 
corruptly approached by emissaries of the 
Department of Justice. Public opinion will 
be infiuenced against the conspirators rather 
than in their favor by this vicious tissue of 
perjuries emanating from jail-birds and pro- 
fessional corruptionists. But though the 
star route gang make no headway in their 
endeavors to connect the alleged offers of 
bribes with the Department of Justice, 
it is clear that the. system of ap- 
pointment to service in that  depart- 
ment stands in urgent need of reform. 
On no possible theory of the legitimate use 
of the prosecuting power and of the nature 
of its instruments can the employment of 
such persons as TAyLor, Fatt, and 
Bowen be justified. The preparations for 
the second trial of the conspirators are 
under way, but people in Washington who 
have observed the ceaseless activity of the 
accused are not encouraged to hope for 
similar zeal on the part of the prosecution 
by the fact that the Attorney-General is out 
ot the city and may not return to his post 
* until after the November elections.” 


It is an encouraging sign to see a body 
holding the relations to the party organiza- 
tion that are held by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Republican General Committee of 
Kings County adopting such resolutions as 
those adopted yesterday by this committee. 

These declare that ‘‘ questions of national or 
Btate politics have no proper place in the 
administration of municipal business;’’ that 

. the committee “believe that the successful 
conduct of the affairs of the city depends, 
_ other things being equal, upon the election 

to office of men who are in heartv aecord 


with the policy of the present city adminis- 
tration-—officers who wil! manage the public 
business according to essentially the same 
methods they would employ in their private 
business.”” Those who remember how nar- 
row and bigoted and proscriptive the party 
organization in Brooklyn has frequently, 
and, indeed, generally, been in the past, will 
appreciate the change which has come over 
it. This change corresponds to an awaken- 
ing of what Mayor Low calls the “‘ munici- 
pal spirit," and as the very large registry 
will give ample opportunity for its manifes- 
tation, the local canvass promises to be a 
very interesting one on the other side of the 
East River. 


Only the enemies of Ireland can wish ill 
to the National Conference now assembled 
in Dublin or oppose its purposes. This com- 
ing together of Irish leaders of all shades of 
opinion to form a united party in further- 
ance of an agitation avowedly ‘‘ peaceful 
and parliamentary”? seems to us the most 
promising event in recent Irish history, a 
hopeful sign of political regeneration, and 
the mingling of some measure of common 
sense and respect for law with the fervid 
patriotism of the Home Ruler. The de- 
nunciation of the Land act as an ‘‘utter 
failure” and bitter words about the 
Crimes act are not incompatible with 
this favorable view of the probable 
outcome of the Conference, for it is not to 
be expected that this sudden turning of the 
forces of Irish agitation into new and nar- 
rower channels can be effected without con- 
siderable splashing. Nor is the Conference 
to be denounced as part and parcel of all 
that has gone before simply because the de- 
mands its programme embodies for the 
elevation of tenants into owners, the aboli- 
tion of the Lord Lieutenancy, and the 
restoration of the right of self-rule to the 
Irish people are more extreme than the 
English rulers of Ireland are at present pre- 
pared to grant. The work of amendment 
and reform in that island, not only in ex- 
piation of ancient crimes of expropriation 
and seizure, but in recognition and observ- 
ance of the principles of wise and good 
government as they are understood in modern 
times, must go very much further than is 
now dreamed of in England before there 
will be peace and faithful subjects on both 
sides of St. George’s Channel. 

The history of the legislation regarding 
the old Post Office site, which is to be sold 
to-day, affords a striking illustration of the 
degree to which Congress is influenced by 
pure prejudice. The site, with the building 
on it, was originally bought by the Govern- 
ment for $250,000, of which one-fifth was 
given by merchants doing business down 
town. These gifts were, of course, to ena- 
ble the Government to use the ground and 
building for postal purposes, and when the 
Government ceased to do so there was an 
equitable claim on the part of the givers 
equal to one-fifth the value of the property. 
The original subscribers were nearly all con- 
nected with, or interested in, the Chamber of 
Commerce, and they assigned their claim to 
that body to enable it to secure the ground 
for a building for its own uses, The 
Chamber petitioned Congress for the right 
to purchase the property for the sum ($200,- 
000) originally paid by the Government, but 
the prayer was ignored. Subsequently a 
bill was presented providing for the sale of 
the property at not less than $300,000 and 
directing the repayment of the $50,000 to 
the Chamber. Thatalso failed, and the prop- 
erty is now to be sold at an ‘‘ upset’’ price 
of $600,000. The same Congress which 
thus ignored common justice to the Cham- 
ber refused to repeal the tax on bank capi- 
tal on the ground that capitalists could af- 
ford to pay it, and spent millions for public 
buildings in towns where there is substan- 
tially no public business to be provided for. 


THE ELEVATED RAILROAD DECI- 
SION. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the case of Story against The New- York Ele- 
vated Railroad Company is one of the most 
important ever rendered by that august tri- 
bunal. It not only determines the right of 
property-owners on the line of the elevated 
railroads to compensation for actual dam- 
ages sustained, but it settles, so far as the 
authority of the highest court of this State 
can do so, an important principle which has 
heretofore been in dispute. The decision is 
that of a bare majority of the court, Judge 
Tracy delivering the opinion, which is con- 
curred in by ANDREWS, RaPAau_o, and Dan- 
FORTH, and Judges Eart, MILLER, and 
Fincu dissenting. 

Although the property in question on 
Front-street was acquired by grant from the 
City, including what is now covered by the 
roadway, subject to a covenant that the 
street should be constructed and maintained 
for the ordinary public uses of such a thor- 
oughfare, the principle applicable to it 
is no different from that which applies 
in other cases. The court has given 
the questions involved a thorough consid- 
eration in all their aspects, and the 
conclusions reached appear not only to be 
founded on common justice but to be im- 
pregnable as deductions from the established 
principles of law. The title of the City to 
the public streets is derived from a variety 
of sources, but it is shown to be a qualified 
title in all cases, subject to the condition 
that they shall be perpetually devoted 
to the uses of a public highway. . In 
most cases the absolute fee remains in 
the owners of abutting property, but 
whether this is the case or not, the streets 
cannot be diverted from the use to which 
they are dedicated, the easement of the pub- 
lic therein cannot be taken away or im- 
paired, and the rights of adjoining property- 
holders cannot be interfered with without 
proper compeusation for any injury sus- 
tained. 

The principle is too explicitly stated in 
our fundamental law and too firmly estab- 
lished to admit of question that private 
property cannot be taken for public uses 
without just compensation to the owner, but 
until recently it has received in this country 
a narrow interpretation wholly inconsistent 
with the dictates of justice and common 
sense. It has been held, for instance, that 
property included only the substance of the 
thing owned, and that it could not be ‘‘taken”’ 
for a public use except by an actual transfer of 

possession. Hence, while compensation has 
uniformly been awarded for land which has 
been occupied by railroads for their own use 
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under an exercise of the power of eminent 
domain in their behalf, it has frequently 
been denied when the property has 
merely been injured or its enjoyment 
impaired by the proximity of a rail- 
road. But the recent tendency of adjudica- 
tion has been toward a more liberal con- 
struction of the constitutional guarantee. 
It has been contended that property in- 
cluded whatever gave value to possession, 
such as convenience of location, ease of 
access, and free access of light and air, and 
that it carried with it the right of undivided 
use by the owner, without the intrusion or 
interference of others to subserve purposes 
of their own. If, therefore, the value is im- 
paired and the owner’s right of exclusive 
possession and enjoyment is interfered with 
to serve a public purpose, the property is to 
that extent ‘‘taken’’ for public use, and 
compensation for the damage suffered is not 
only a matter of abstract justice, but of legal 
right. 

Decisions sustaining this view have been 
multiplying of late and are powerfully rein- 
forced by that just rendered by the Court of 
Appeals. It is worthy of note that in Eng- 
land, from which we derive the common 
law and our systems of jurisprudence, this 
principle has never been questioned and 
is uniformly carried out in cases where 
claims are made for damages to prop- 
erty. It was the intent of our 
Constitutions to give the right involved a 
more complete guarantee rather than to 
limit and qualify it, but their purpose has 
been largely defeated by the narrow inter- 
pretation put upon their language by 
the courts in times past. The prin- 
ciple may now be regarded as fairly 
established in this State that the right 
to compensation for property taken for 
a public use includes the right to damages 
when property is injured in consequence 
of the proximity or necessary effects of 
structures and appliances set up and used by 
public authority. It is also established that 
the title and control of the public streets by 
the municipal corporation are not such that 
it can authorize their occupation in a way 
to encroach upon the property rights of 
citizens without compensation for the in- 
jury done. The great importance of this 
decision is as manifest as its abstract justice 
and the cogency of the argument by which 
it is sustained. Of course it leaves the fact 
and the extent of damage in any particu- 
lar case to be determined by trial upon evi- 
dence. 


RAILROADS AND DAMAGES. 


The patrons of the New-York, New-Ha- 
ven and Hartford Railroad residing at the 
village of Mount Vernon, Westchester 
County, have formed an association for their 
protection from the consequences of mis- 
management on that road and on other 
roads using the Fourth-avenue tunnel. 
They have invited the residents of neighbor- 
ing towns, who also use the road regularly, 
to unite with them, and their organization 
bids fair to become quite extensive and vig- 
orous. An Executive Committee has been 
appointed for the general purpose of urging 
on the railroad managers certain obvious 
measures of precaution, such as the more 
rigorous observance of the block system, 
the employment of a more adequate force 
of brakemen and watchmen, the lighting of 
the tunnel by electricity, the ventilation of 
the tunnel to prevent the accumulation of 
smoke, which now frequently renders the 
passage as dark as the grave, the use of 
anthracite instead of bituminous coal to 
avoid the creation of smoke, and improved 
construction of the ordinary cars in order to 
render ‘‘telescoping’’ impossible in case of a 
collision. 

All these measures are eminently sen- 
sible and practical, and if they could 
be carried out faithfully would add 
very considerably to the security, comfort, 
and convenience of the passengers. The 
main difficulty in the way is that there {fs 
scarcely force enough in the public opinion 
of a few comparatively small communities, 
strung over a score of miles of a long road, 
to induce the managers to adopt such meas- 
ures. Ifthe railroad Directors were sensi- 
tive to public opinion of this sort, or if they 
had consciences alive to the obligation they 
are under to protect the lives of their 
patrons, they would long ago have done 
that which the residents of Mount Vernon 
and vicinity are now urging upon them. 
But under the mischievous system of scat- 
tered responsibility which obtains in Ameri- 
can corporations as in American civil 
government, no one feels the weight 
of the obligation which nominally 
rests on all, and the management of the road 
isdetermined by motives quite apart from 
the solemn duty which those engaged in it 
ought to acknowledge. The Mount Vernon 
Protective Union, if it addresses itself to the 
Presidents or Superintendents of the various 
companies transporting travelers through the 
tunnel, will be met suavely or brusquely, 
according to the individual temperament of 
these gentlemen, but the substance of the re- 
ply which, in one form or another, they are 
likely to receive will be, after all, the 
famous query of thelate Mr. Tweep: What 
are you going to do about it? And that is 
precisely the question which the public has 
got to answer. In the present condition of 
the law and its administration the answer 
can only be: Nothing, for there is abso- 
lutely nothing of any practical effect that 
can be done about it. The testimony before 
the Coroner’s jury in the tunnel slaughter, 
like that in the Spuyten Duyvil case, was 
overwhelming as to the guilty negligence of 
the railroad corporations and their employes 
and agents. In the Spuyten Duyvil case 
the verdict of the jury was drawn up with 
the utmost care to bring the offense of the 
guilty persons and corporations fairly within 
the scope and intention of existing statutes. 
It resembled, in that regard, a regular 
indictment rather than an ordinary Cor- 
oner’s jury verdict. But it might just as 
well have been framed to meet the terms 
of the laws of Conrucrus, as far as any 
valid and tangible result from it was con- 
cerned. The machinery of the law has 
never moved a cog toward bringing to jus- 
tice the men whose outrageous recklessness 
and greed brought so many human beings 
toa death so terrible. And the history of 
this case, as it has been that of many others, 
will be that of the tunnel case as well. There 
is no efficient way of setting the machinery 
of the law, such as it is, in motion. 

The Protective Union on the line of the 
New-Haven Road evidently avpreciates. in 


part, this difficulty, and besides the meas- 
ures which we have noted, it has appointed 
@ committee to try to get from the Legis- 
lature a law making the amount of damages 
in case of death from the negligence of a 
railroad company $30,000 for each person, 
instead of $5,000, as at present. This is very 
well as far as it goes. It is in the 
right direction, since it tends to enforce 
responsibility upon the railroad companies. 
But even if such a law were obtained, it 
would still be found very difficult, if not 
practically impossible, to enforce it. The 
company’s means of resistance to the right- 
ful claims against it would be left unim- 
paired, while the motive for resistance would 
be increased six-fold. The plan which 
promises the greatest security to railway 
travelers isthis: Let the precautions to be 
observed by the companies be plainly de- 
fined in the statute as far as possible; where 
this is not possible let a responsible and im- 
partial commission have the power to define 
them; then in case of injury to life or limb 
on any railway, establish by law the pre- 
sumption that it was due to the viola- 
tion of these requirements, and give the per- 
sons injured or interested in those injured 
a right to a summary process for the collec- 
tion of heavy damages, unless the company 
can show affirmatively that it has observea 
the requirements, or that the persons in- 
jured directly violated reasonable regula- 
tions imposed for their own safety. This 
would give the aggrieved persons some prac- 
tical measure of reuress, while it would be 
no hardship whatever for the company, be- 
cause the company would always be able to 
prove its compliance with law if it had so 
complied. The present system, which im- 
poses the burden of proof upon the pas- 
sengers, is in reality a denial of justice, and 
it 1s to a reform of this system that public 
opinion should be directed. 


BEER REHORM. 

The people of the United States drink 
16,000,000 barrels of beer per annum; yet a 
leading New-York brewer declares that 
“the consumption of beer in this country is 
in its infancy.’’ That is, assuming that 
there are 24,000,000 women and children 
who never drink beer, 4,000,000 teectotalers 
who never drink anything but water, and 
8,000,000 Deacons and farmers who drink 
old Medford rum, then the remaining 16,- 
000,000 must drink a barrel of beer apiece 
in the course of the year; and if the New- 
York brewer’s prediction 1s to prove true, 
there will be by the close of the century 
at least 60,000,000 beer drinkers, and 
each one of them will consume an- 
nually about 20 barrels of beer. Any 
man who has once grasped the full signifi- 
cance of these startling figures needs no 
argument to convince him that the war- 
cry of the great reform party of the 
future will be ‘‘ pure beer.’’ Civil ser- 
vice reform, anti-monopoly, pure and 
non-partisan municipal government, and 
economy in public expenditure are, in 
the absence of the beer issue, worthy 
objects of advocacy and support. But cor- 
ruption in the Government is not incompati- 
ble with the happiness and prosperity of a 
majority of the citizens. A corrupted beer 
brings national decay and dissolution as the 
inevitable sequel of gastric and renal disor- 
ganization in individuals. A well-known 
ballad of another land and other days, invok- 
ing dire ocular misfortune upon *‘ whoever 
tries to rob the poor man of his beer,”” may 
fitly be recalled here as an evidence of the 
jealous watchfulness of the public over its 
great prerogative. 

The wanton admixture of foreign and 
noxious subtances with the people’s bever- 
age isa crime of such monstrous infamy 
that nothing but antecedent experience of 
plaster of Paris in bread, sand in sugar, 
and baked horse liver in coffee would pre- 
pare the public mind to look upon the 
evidence of itas anything but a grotesque 
invention. But the Business Men’s 
Moderation Society, pioneer organiza- 
tion in the great reform struggle, after 
drinking vast quantities of New-York beer 
and causing a few samples to be analyzed, 
has reached conclusions as to adulteration 
which may be unquestioningly accepted, 
though they are of a character to palsy the 
arm that lifts the glass and drive the blood 
from the lip that blows away the foam. 
There’s strychnine in our beer, opium, bella- 
donna, copperas, vitriol, henbane, fox-glove, 
and aloes, too, and, incredible as it may 
seem, some totally depraved brewers do not 
scruple to add a Latin substance known as 
Cocculus Indicus, of such dread potency and 
horrid venom that ten grains of it will 
“throw a strong dog into convulsions.” 
That shows how little a strong dog can 
stand compared with a man. 

In the course:of its investigation the Mod- 
eration Society came in contact with the 
Brewers’ Association, At first the brewers 
favored the society’s purpose, but when a 
chemical analysis was proposed the asso- 
ciation presented a solid front to the 
Moderation Society and insisted that 
no report of the analysis should be 
published. This defeated the society's prin- 
cipal aim, which was to let the public know 
just what it was drinking, but it still claims 
to have found “‘ deleterious adulterations,”’ 
and so demands the $1,000 reward offered 
by the Brewers’ Association for the dis- 
covery of such injurious substances in their 
beers. ‘The dispute between the Moderation 
Society and the brewers hinges chiefly on 
a question of glucose. The brewers admit 
that they use glucose, but deny that it 
is harmful to the human system. The 
society maintains that people who have an 
old-fashioned prejudice in favor of beer 
made from pure malt should be able to get 
such a beer and not be compelled to drink 
a kind of swill made of grape sugar, corn- 
starch, tobacco stems, and jalap, to say 
nothing of more dangerous substances. The 
popular heart, it is needless to say, is enlisted 
on the side of the Moderation Society. The 
vast fraternity of beer drinkers asks for some 
guarantee that its beer shall not be 
poisoned, and though the brewers may raise 
their right hands and solemnly swear by 
Gambrinus himself that glucose improves 
their beer and that a deficiency in hops or 
barley may be made up with corn, henbane, 
and coceulus Indicus, the public will indus- 
triously seek out those brewers who stick to 
an honest formula. 

Some of the retailers of beer affirm that 
adulterated beer is unsalable, the experi- 
enced customer detecting its badness at the 
eichth or ninth elass and coine to some 


other saloon to quench the rest of his 
thirst. This is a most fallacious argument. 
The art of adulteration long since passed 
the point where the vice could be detected by 
any examination less complete than a chem- 
ical analysis. The consumer cannot rely 
upon his palate to warn him of the hide- 
ous cocculus ndicus he is taking‘ to 
his bosom, so to speak. Too late, when 
a consultation of physicians is being held 
around his bed, he will know that there was 
something the matter with his beer. Can 
the country afford to sacrifice the flower of 
its youth upon the altar of glucose and coc- 
culus Indicus? Shall the avarice of brewers 
sow headache and nephritis broadcast over 
the land? Let our great German beer barons 
tremble amid their henbane and _ vitriol. 
The Moderation Society has sounded an 
ominous note of warning. The Beer Re- 
form movement is under headway. It will 
gain in strength daily. . It will have torch- 
light processions and banners, brass bands 
and transparencies. If these fail of their 
intended effect, the entire 16,000,000 beer 
drinkers of the country will form them- 
selves into a mammoth society and take a 
binding oath to drink no more beer. Where 
will the brewers be then ? 


THE CAMPAIGNER. 


Mr. JAY HoBBe.L is undoubtedly an in- 
dustrious man, for he manages not only to 
collect ‘‘ voluntary contributions” for the 
alleged use of the Republican Party, but 
also to furnish the party with the very 
ablest sort of campaign literature, The 
Campaigner, a newspaper which describes 
itself as ‘‘a journal of politics published 
weekly by the Republican Congressional 
Committee,’’ is small, but, like Davip of 
old, it justly prides itself on its skill in 
throwing stones at the giant Democracy. 
The contents of its sixteen columns are evi- 
dently furnished by Mr. HusBett, for they 
are filled with the intelligent and fiery en- 
thusiasm which characterizes that great 
statesman’s acknowledged writings. We 
need not lament the great men who founded 
the Republican Party, for not one of them 
could have written a eampaign paper that 
would have borne the slightest resemblance 
to Mr. HuBBeiu’s Campazgner. 

Of the sixteen columns of the COam- 
paigner, five are filled with accounts of 
Southern outrages which compare favorably 
with the best outrages of the days imme- 
diately succeeding the close of the war. An- 
other column contains a most blood-cur- 
dling account of a Democratic outrage in 
Leadville, where a party of armed and 
drunken Democrats—and it is notorious 
that nobody ever carries arms or ever gets 
drunk in Leadville unless he is a Democrat 
—fired on an American flag that was sus- 
pended across the street. These outrages 
demonstrate so clearly that Judge Foteer 
ought to be elected Governor of New-York 
and that Mr. HvuBBELL’s assessments are 
proper and necessary that it is strange that 
any so-called Republican can be stupid and 
depraved enough to have any doubt as to 
his duty as a member of the party. 

Mr. Hvusseuu naturally enlightens the 
readers of his Campaigner as to the atrocious 
character of all free traders. It appears 
that Englishmen, anxious to break down 
our tariff, ‘‘ man our agricultural papers with 
British free trade editors; fill our colleges and 
schools with free trade text-books on politi- 
cal economy; hire free trade tramps to_lec- 
ture all over the country, and scatter ‘free 
trade tracts as wideas the winds.” * This 
is bad enough, but according to Mr. . Hus- 
BELL there are American free traders who 
are even worse than British free trad- 
ers. A malignant wretch of American 
birth, who is a ‘‘ well-known free trad- 
er,’’ recently remarked, -‘‘The laborer in 
this country is getting to be too smart and 
independent. Unless he is brought down a 
peg pretty soon he will rule us all. He gets 
too much by half. lL want to see these ig- 
norant fellows, who know nothing except to 
work with their dirty hands, brought down 
to their proper level.’’ The wickedness of 
this free trader, who wishes to ruin the la- 
borer by enabling him to buy twice as 
much with his money as he can now buy 
with it, is amazing, and it is delightful to 
find that Mr. HusBBELu has clinched the ar- 
gument in favor of protection by showing 
us what vuigar, heartless wretches free 
traders invariably are. 

In addition to this scathing exposure of 
the free traders, Mr. HuBBEut reveals the 
shocking fact that the Democrats are assess- 
ing their candidates for campaign expenses 
—he tells us that—‘‘ to every office-holder, 
from the Mayor to the garbage-man, the in- 
vitation [to make voluntary contributions] 
amounts to a mandate. Failure to pay 
brings punishment.’”” The mind—that 1s to 
say, Mr. HuBBELL’s mind—shudders at such 
an infamous system of black-mailing, and 
he inquires in pathetic tones, ‘‘ Can such 
things be !”’ 

Finally, Mr. HUBBELL expresses the opin- 
ion that ‘‘ the Republican who in this cam- 
paign—be he leader or be he henchman— 
does anything that will afford aid and com- 
fort to the enemy is a traitor and should be 
drummed out of camp to the tune of the 
‘ Rogues’ March.’’’ This division of the 
Republican Party into ‘‘ leaders’’—such as 
Mr. Huspeti and Mr. Cameron—and 
‘*henchmen,’’ who do their leaders’ - bid- 
ding, isan admirable one, but it must be 
confessed that there are so-called Republi- 
cans who are unwilling to call themselves 
‘‘henchmen,’’ and who really imagine that 
they have a right to an occasional ownership 
of their personal souls. Such men will be 
quite capable of answering Mr. HuBBeLu’s 
question, ‘‘ Can the country anywhere af- 
ford to put into power men who wink at, if 
they do not all of them sanction, the acqui- 
sition of such power by bribery ?”’ in a 
practical way that will bring disappoint- 
ment and grief to that truly good man. 

While Mr. Hussewu’s Campaigner, with its 
convincing Southern outrages, its truthful ex- 
posure of the free traders, and its pitiless de- 


nunciation of the revolting Democratic prac- 


tice of collecting ‘‘ voluntary assessments, ’’ 

ought to induce every American citizen to 

vote the straight Republican ticket, it is just 
possible that he might have used stronger 
arguments. There has been something said 
in former years as to Southern outrages, and 
the suggestion that British gold keeps the 
American free trade movement alive has al- 
ready been made. Mr. HUBBELL would have 
made his paper more forcible if he had 
placed new issues before his readers. For ex- 
amn's, he micht have claimed that Coroxmrs 


was treated with injustice by the Spanish 
monarchs and that the grand old Republican 
Party must be supported in order to prevent 
any repetition of such injustice. He might 
also have aroused public indignation against 
the villainy of the brethren of JoszEPH, who 
sold him into Egypt. These would strike 
the people as fresh and living issues, and 
would undoubtedly secure the triumph of 
Mr. Hvnpett and his followers in Pennsyl- 
vania and New-York. 

What a curious and inexplicable thing it 
is that the Democrats should now be saying 
that they do not care who writes the songs 


of their party so longas Hussexy furnish- 


es laws to their opponents? 
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Mr. ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS, in a speech 
delivered at Macon, Ga., last month, a part of 
which has been printed in Tue Tres, asserted his 
belief that the rebellion would have been success- 
ful if his advice to the Confederate Government to 
buy up thecotton crop which was in the hands of 
the planters early in 1861 had been taken. The 
cotton, he thought, should have been shipped to 
Europe before the blockade was begun, and the 
Confederacy would thus have come into possession 
ofa vastsum of money with whieh to equip its 
armies for a successful war. Precisely the same 
argument was put forward by Gen. Joszrn E. 
Jonnston in his book published in 1874, and it was 
then pretty well met by two persons whose opin- 
ionsin the matter are of some value. Mr. C. S. 
MEMMINGER, the first Secretary of the Confederate 
Treasury, and Mr. Grorcre A. TRENHOLM, who suc- 
eeeded him in that office, answered Gen. Jonnsron 
in letters which were at that time printed in the 
newspapers. These letters have now been repub- 
lished by the New-Orleans Times-Democrat, and 
they read as if they had been prepared to refute 
Mr. StepHens’s assertion, which is the cause of 
their reappearance in print. Mr. Steprens said in 
his speech: 


‘*My idea was to get the 4,500,000 balesof cotton 
that we then had out and abroad before the block- 
ade commenced, by giving the planters 9 cents per 
pound in 8 per cent. bonds; that would have 
amounted to $200,000.000. By shipping it abroad 
we would have—holding it there in Europe at 50 
cents a pound—we would have a capital of at least 
$800,000,000."” 


That Sreprens made this suggestion in the 
Confederate Cabinet before the blockade was 
instituted is not denied. The so-called Con- 
federate Government was organized in February, 
1861, and the blockade was not instituted until the 
following May. The available cotton crop of 
1860-61 was estimated by Mr. TrENHoLM to be 
3,656,000 bales. Before the rebellion was finally or- 
ganized 3,000,000 bales had been “ received at the 
sea-ports, and the great bulk of it had been ex- 
ported to Europe or sold to New-England spin- 
ners.” By September, when another crop was 
ready, there were no vessels in the Confederate 
ports. Mr. Mewmincer argued, in regard to Gen. 
JoHNSTON’s expression of his views, that to have 
shipped 4,000,000 bales of cotton would have “‘re- 
quired a fleet of 4,000 ships, allowing 1,000 bales to 
the ship.” Moreover, he said, the Government 
could scarcely have obtained possession of the cot- 
ton, except dy seizure, which was not to be thought 
of at that time. 


“‘The Treasury had not funds to pay for the table 
on which the Secretary was writing, and the first 
purchases of the Government made abroad were 
made on the private draft of the Secretary. There 
was not to be found * * * a sheet of bank- 
note paper on which to print a note. * * 
The Secretary had ordered from England acon- 
signment of note paper and lithographic materials, 
the vessel containing which was captured on the 
high seas.” 


Mr. Memuincer contended that as much of the cot- 
ton was shipped by private enterprise as could 
have been shipped by the Government, and that as 
the proceeds of the sale werein most cases *‘sold to 
the Government in the shape of bills of exchange,” 
the Confederacy received all the financial benefit 
that could have been obtained by any method from 
the cotton crop of 1860-61. 
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At the recent English *‘sanitary congress” 
the Hon. F. A. Russeii read a paperon “The Im- 
provement of Climate at a Slight Elevation,” 
which contained some statements of interest to 
the many dwellers in the upper stories of high 
buildings in New-York. ‘Recent observations,” 
he said, ‘“‘have completely disproved the rule, 
whieh only thirty or forty years ago was believed 
to represent facts, that temperature decreased 
regularly with increasing altitude. From results 
obtained at the various observing stations it has 
been found that a general agreament exists which 
proves that at points artificially or naturally raised 
above the surrounding district the range of tem- 
perature was smaller. At even aslight elevation 
it was not so cold in Winter nor so hot in Summer. 
It was found that at a height about equal to that 
of the upper rooms in a high house a more equable 
and drier climate prevailed than at lower levels, 
drier than at the sea-side, and with a daily range 
not much greater, and much less cold on the cold- 
est and on foggy nights than down below.”’ The 
practical conclusions were that invalids and deli- 
cate persons should generally be placed in high, 
sheltered situations in the highest room of a 
house, and by no means on a ground floor; that 
a climate resembling that of the sea-side, but less 
damp, could be obtained by living at the top ofa 
high house; that every house ought to be built on 
arches, ortboroughly ventilated below and raised 
on piers above the ground level; that no house or 
cottaze which was not ventilated underneath with 
damp-proof walls should be considered habitable: 
and that, in the country, no house. should 
be considered habitable of which the floor 
was on a level with or below the ground. 
Should such . statements as these be made 
in New-York, except upon the best authority, 
many persons wouid be ready to attribute them to 
the owners of some of our towering apartment- 
houses, in the tops of which, according to this 
theory, invalids would enjoy all the benefits of the 
sea-side without any of its disadvantages; but Mr. 
Russexv’s statements in London are not open to 
this objection. In most of the large public hospl- 
tals in this City the upper story is the sitting and 
recreation room for convalescents, with a large 
number of windows and skylights, giving not only 
plenty of fresh air, but an abundance of sunlight. 
This is notably the case in the New-York Hospital, 
a very high building, where the parlors and play- 
rooms in the.top story for patients are made 
attractive with flowers and ornaments. It would 
be interestingto know what proportion of the in- 
habitants of New-York live at an elevation of fifty 
feet or more above the ground. 
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The city of Limerick first secured world- 
wide fame owing to the use which its women 
made of stonesin driving out the forces of Wi1r- 
L1AM TII., 1n 1690, The fire was so galling, and it 
was maintained with such unerring aim, that the 
soldiers were forced to fly before it, and were 
slaughtered in the effort to pass the breach in the 
wall which had been made by their own efforts. 
Ever since the day of that victory, at comparative- 
ly short intervals, the weapon of the amazons has 
been employed with deadly effect against the rep- 
resentatives of the English governing foree. Scores 
of English regiments quartered in the city have 
been pursued through the public thoroughfares 
and compelled to take refuge in their parracks ia 
order to escape stone-throwing mobs. The favor- 
ite form of attack in modern times varies accord- 
ing to circumstances, but it usually provides an 
important place for the women. In the hottest 
struggles they pass along the line of their sharp- 
shooters with aprons full of “handy” stones, and 
stand a few feet apart until relieved of their bur- 
dens. Then they fall to the rear, secure a fresh 
supply, and dart forward again. The soldiers gen- 
erally defend themselves with their belts, but there 
isnot a single instance on record in which they 
have not been badly worsted in such encounters. 
During the excitement growing out of the Land 
League agitation the Police have become so ob- 
noxious to the mob that the attentions previously 
reserved for her Majesty’s soldiers have been trans- 
ferred to them. A considerable number of sub- 
constables have been disabled, many of them per- 
manently, through having had to face stone-throw- 
ing mobs. The forbearance the Police have shown 
in such circumstances has done great credit to 
their discipline. A remarkable feature about the 
Limerick stone-throwing mob is its readiness. A 
clear street fills with astonishing rapidity, and a 
serious riot may result from the arrest of one 
drunken man. An mstance of this nature has just 
bees reported by cable, with the additional infor- 
mation that the ringleaders had been arregted. 
They nearly always are, and the punishment meted

no check to the stone-throwing. Considering the 
reputation which Limerick enjoys in this particn- 
lar way, the stranger within its walls is not a little 
surprised to find that the custom of repairing the 
streets with broken stones shold still be continued. 
The mending is done by means of loose spreading, 
and the excited men and women have thus son. 
stantly before them the one weapon which they 
best know how to use. It would be almost a 
miracle if they were to refrain from the temptation.

The celebrated work of Ben and WAGNER, 
two of the most distinguished statists In Germany, 
familiar to the literary public as Die Bevolkerung 
der Erde, of which the London Times gives an 
elaborate analysis in review of the new edition, 
just published by Porrues, of Gotha, constitutes 
one of those labors of a life-time in which no other 
literature teems like that of the German race, The 
department is one in which there are few great au- 
thorities even in Europe—Roatrs and Srreizirzxy 
are, perhaps, the only names worth mention: 
ing for original investigation—and none in the 
United States, where there are too many elections 
to admit of the development of great publicists. It 
is notable in running over the figures collated by 
our London reviewer that, exact and exhaustive as 
the former edition of Bena and WacGNER was, the 
present issue destroys the value of many of ita 
figures and reverses many of its computations. 
An example of this sweeping mode of alteration in 
the accepted figures occurs in the elaborate discus- 
sion of the population of Eastern Asia, which our 
authors believe to have been either exceedingly 
over-estimated or considerably undervalued in all 
previous statements, not excluding their own. 
Thus, to the great Mongolian empire, including 
turbulent Corea and other outlying Provinces, 
whose population has been placed as low as 200,- 
000,000 by some geographers and as high as 500,- 
000,000 by others, they now concede only 379,500,- 
000, against the 434,000,000 of their first edition; but 
this accredits the Mongolian races with one-third 
the population of the globe. They retain, but with 
many qualifying phrases, their former estimate of 
the population of the African continent—200.000,00¢ 
—while Ronrrs reduces it one-half. Of course, 
their computations are a tissue of mathematical 
guess-work based upon data largely constituted of 
conjecture, although, in any event, when one takes 
a bird’s-eye glance at their statistics, the striking 
fact that numan civilization is as yet but an oasis 
in the desert of ignorance and barbarism that sur 
rounds it, is one that thoroughly overwhelms the 
imagination, and leads one to ask the question— 
in the terms of a mathematical problem—if, in the 
six thousand years that history covers in its frag- 
mentary way,the human race has only advanced 
to enlightenment in the few favored localities that 
have now attained something like a literary devel- 
opment, how many centuries, or tens of centuries, 
will be required to leaven the whole vast lump! 
And how many missionaries, it may be added as 
a corollary, will be masticated by cannibals before 
the task is ended? Cartyte would answer in his 
knotted idioms, gnarled as an oak of upland 
growth, that optimism is a fool’s way of seeing 
things—a libel on the human brain or a telescope 
with a cracked lens; and there is truly a certain 
despair for dreamers in the desolation of figures 
for barbarism that Beau and WaeGner have col- 
lated. In their figures respecting Europe and 
America our authors ars both bold and explicit; 
as respects the former, in particular, they deal 
daringly with received statistics, differing without 
ceremony from the computations of STRELBITZKY 
on the areas of European countries, and those oj 
Routrs as well. Of course, the greater propor: 
tion of their conclusions will be incorporated in 
due time into the gazetteers, geographies, and en: 
cyclopedias of current literature; but it would be 
a good stroke of enterprise forsome large pub- 
lishing house in this country to have the work 
translated and abridged for general circulation as 
a book of reference, as will doubtless be done ig

WORK OF THE CAMPAIGN 


———< 
REPUBLICAN STRENGTH GROWING 
IN THE STATE. 

CAUSES WHICH ARE MAKING THE REPUBLI- 
CAN TICKET STRONGER—THE GREAT 
DEMAND FOR SPEAKERS—MATYERS AT 
THE HEAD-QUARTERS OF BOTH PARTIES. 

At the head-quarters of the Republican 

State Committee, in the Fifth-Avenue Zotel, 

the managers of the State campaign are ad- 

monished by the fact that election day is only 
three weeks distant to make greater efforts 
than heretofore to arouse the interest of the 

voters and fasten their attention upon the im- 

portance of the results involved in the contest. 

According to the reports which have been re- 

ceived, a greater appreciation of the necessity 

of carrying the Assembly is found to have 
helped to strengthen the chances of the 
candidates on the State ticket in 
some parts of the State where much bitterness 
and indifference had followed the State Con- 
vention. During the short time left in which 
to complete the work to bse done, as many 
meetings as possible will be held, although the 
difficulty of supplying speakers is taxing the 
ingenuity of the committee. Some disap- 
pointment must be caused by the announce- 
ment that the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew will 
be able to make only one more speech during 
the campaign. He finds that his business will 
not permit him to accept more than one more 
engagement to deliver an address, For this 
reason the announcement that he would 
speak at Albany, on Thursday, at a 


Republican meeting over which ex-Senator 
Hamilton Harris is to preside, must be con- 
tradisted. It is not decided where he will 
make his next and only remaining speech of 
the campaign. The clerks in the document 
room are busy sending out copies of the letter 
of acceptance of Secretary Folger and the 
letter of Mr. B. Platt Carpenter, occupying 
eight pages of a leaflet of the same size as that 
fin which Mr. Folger’s letter is printed. The 
Folger letter is called for in large numbers, 
The Carpenter letter is not yet a subject of 
special inquiry. 

Mr. Charles P. Ingersoll, member of the 
Btate Committee from the Thirty-third Con- 
gressional] District, (Cattaraugus and Chautau- 
qua,) who was at head-quarters last evening, 
said that the nomination of Dr. Brewer for 
Congress had served to kindle a _ lively 
Interest in the campaign and to encourage 
many Republicans who were disappointed with 
the work of the Saratoga Convention. He 
thought that there was a greatly improved 
state of feeling among the Republicans of the 
district, particularly in Chautauqua, and ex- 
pected to see the full Republican vote polled 
for the whole ticket, epresentative John 
Van Voorhis, of the Rochester (Thirtieth) 
District, visited head-quarters and talked 
about his own canvass and the prospects 
for the candidates on the State ticket. A 
Btrong effort is being made, he said, by lead- 
ing Republicans to overcome the dissatisfac- 
tion felt by many persons with some of the 
features of the State Convention, and the hope 
Is expressed that before election day it will 
have been substantially removed. Of his own 
chances of election Mr. Van Voorhis speaks 
confidently. The opposition made by Mr. 
. Lamberton, who sought the nomination, 
ceased with the completion of the work of the 
convention. Mr. Van Voorhis has made many 
friends in Rochester by his successful manage- 
ment in Congress of the bill authorizing the 
construction of a new public building in that 
city, and by his untiring attention to the inter- 
ects of a constituency with whose wants he has 
become thoroughly acquainted by service in 
Congress. 

Gen. George H. Sharpe, Chairman of the 
Republican Executive Committee, and ex- 
Mayor Edward Cooper, Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Executive Committee, went before At- 
torney-General Russell last evening, as a re- 
sult of a conference of members of the two 
committees, to request from him an opinion as 
to the manner in which the ballots for Con- 

ressman at Large should be printed. There 
s a disposition at both the Democratic and Re- 
publican head-quarters to abide by the decision 
of the Attorney-General in this matter, and it 
is believed that the opinion already expressed 
by Mr. Russell will be reiterated, and the bal- 
lots of both parties be printed in accordance 
with his opinion. 

Senator Warner Miller will address a meet- 
ing at Corning on Oct. 24, and one in Brooklyn 
on the 25th. 

The Executive Committee of the Democratic 
State Committee has been in session for near- 
ly two days, finishing its meeting yesterdav 
afternoon. All the members except Augustus 
Schell were present, and he was represented by 
Edward Kearney as proxy.

Grant, of Binghamton, Dana B. Williamson, 
of Westchester, and Gen. D. D. Wylie were 
among the visitors who discussed with great 
satisfaction Democratic reports that Republi- 
can meetings in different parts of the State are 
conspicuous failures.

THE DELAWARE CAMPAIGN. 
@TEWART L. WOODFORD SPEAKING ON THE 
NEED OF CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

WILMINGTON, Oct. 17.—One of the liveliest 
campaigns in the country is being carried onin 
Delaware, where the Republicans, who came 80 
near succeeding two years ago, hope this year to 
elect a Representative and a Legislature, which is 
to select a Senator. A very large and enthusiastio 
meeting was held here to-night to listen to Stewart 
L. Woodford, of New-York. The local issues here 
are popular education of both white and colored 


people, and a reform in the Constitution and laws 
which will make the ballot unrestricted, and re- 
organize the system of legislative representation 
on the basis of population instead of by a species 
of rotten vorough. 

After touching briefly on these issues, Mr. Wood- 
ford proceeded to the main subject of his address, 
civil service reform. He referred tothe serious- 
ness of the evil, as shown by the fact that a fight 
pverthe spoils of office was inaugurated by the 
scholarly and high-minded Gerfield so soon after 
he took office, and by the disgraceful contest car- 
ried on between him and the New-York Senators 
as to whether he should reward his friends or they 
reward theirs by official appointment. It 
was further shown by the murder of the 
President because the murderer's demands 
for office were not satisfied. Mr. Woodford 
pleaded for the new Republicanism, which would 
abolish the distribution of offices as the rewards of 
party services. Republicanism, he said, had made 
afree government. It must now fight for pure 
government. The old issues were dead. The 
Union was restored. The solid South was broken. 
The Republican Party must gotothe people on new 
issues, and the most important of these was the 
sstablishmeat of civil service, free from partisan 
manipulation for partisan ends. The speaker in- 
ritead the earnest co-operation of the intelligent 
ind honest members of both parties to that end.

AN IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE 


FORMATION OF A NEW LAND AGI.- 
TATION ASSOCIATION. 

A LARGE NUMBER OF DELEGATES PRESENT 
AT THE DUBLIN CONFERENCE—MR. 
EGAN’S FINANCIAL REPORT—MESSRS. 
PARNELL AND DAVITT AT LOGGER- 
HEADS ON THE LAND QUESTION. 

Dousirn, Oct. 17.—The Irish National 

Conference opened here to-day. At the time 

fixed for the opening of the conferenco very 

few delegates were present, but in about an 
hour there were between 700 and 800 in the 
hall. On the platform were Lord Mayor 

Dawson aud Messrs. Healy, Thomas Power 

O’Connor, Corbet, Gill, Sexton, O'Sullivan, 

and Brennan. Mr. Parnell and Mr. Davitt 

were received with tremendous cheers by the 
delegates. Nearly all the extreme Irish 
members of Parliament were present. 

Mr. Parnell presided. A letter was read 

from Mr. Egan, dated Paris, in which 

he says: ‘In view of the ‘fact that a new 
national organization is likely to spring from 
the conference, and as itis impossible for me to 
longer absent myself from my own business 
in Dublin, I must earnestly beg my friends in 
the Land League to relieve me of the Treas- 
urership.” Mr. Egan then submits a financial 
statement. He gives enly round figures, as 
the books of the League are in Dublin. He 
shows that a total of £244,820 has passed 


through his hands. Of this sum there was 
disbursed, in relieving distress in 1879 and 1880, 
£50,000 ; in the defense at the State trials, over 
£15,000, and by expenditures through tho gen- 
eral Land League and Ladies’ League £148,000, 
leaving a balance of nearly £32,000. Mr. 
Egan specifies the purposes to whieh the £148,- 
000 expended through the general Land 
League and the Ladies’ League were ap- 
plied, as follows: * ‘Ihe support of evicted 
tenants, the erection of Land League 
huts, the payment of law costs, and the gen- 
eral expenses of the organization.’’ For his 
own protection, as well as for the satisfaction 
of the members of the League, Mr. Egan asks 
that two members of the Executive Committee 
be deputed to examine his accounts. Mr. Davitt 
proposed, and Mr. Justin McCarthy seconded, 
a warm vote of thanks to, and of continued 
confidence in, Mr. Egan, which was passed. 

Mr. Parnell, in an address to the conference, 
corrected the impression that nothing had 
been done for evicted tenants since the disso- 
lution of the Ladies’ League. He said that 
£2,774 had been spent in relieving them, and 
that hundreds of families had been placed in a 
position to avail themselves of the benefits of 
the Arrears act. Mr. Parnell declared that he 
wished to reaffirm his first utterance on a pub- 
lic platform, namely, that until the people of 
ireland attained the right to make their own 
laws, those laws would never be in accord- 
ance with their wishes. No solution of the 
land question could be final that did 
not secure to farmers the right of becoming 
owners of their holdings by purchase. He 
estimated that a fair amendment of the Healy 
clause would result in an average of 20 per 
cent further reduction in the judicial decrees 
fixing rent. He said the Irish party required 
from 85 to 90 members in Parliament, but they 
could not hope for this until the franchise was 
placed on the basis of household suffrage. In 
relation to the assertions of the English papers 
with regard to the alleged differences of the 
leaders with their kindred in America, Mr. 
Parnell denied that there had been any dicta- 
tion from that quarter. He for one would 
have declined to obey such dictation. On 
whatever points they might have differed, they 
had agreed to leave the issue to the Lrish peo- 
ple. Despite the most tyrannical Coercion 
act the world had ever seen, they would yet 
attain the measures on which they had set 
their hearts. 

Messrs. Brennan and Sexton were appointed 
Secretaries of the conference. Numbers of 
letters and telegrams from America approving 
the movement were read. Letters were also 
received from several Catholic Bishops apolo- 
gizing for their absence, and expressing confi- 
dence in the leaders of the movement. 

Mr. Parnell then submitted the programme 
of the conference, and reviewed the proposals. 
The scheme for the establishment of the Lrish 
National League was adopted. 

Mr, Davitt then addressed the convention. 
He spoke in somewhat more pronounced terms 
than Mr. Parnell. He declared that until the 
land, which was stolen from the people, was 
restored to the whole people as national prop- 
erty, there could be no final and satisfactory 
settlement of the land question. At the same 
time he wished it to be distinctly understood 
that his declaration did not separate him from 
Mr. Parnell on the land question. 

Mr. Parnell accepted an amendment to the 
proposed land scheme, to the effect that in- 
creased taxes should be placed on grass lands 
and that all covenants against tilling should be 
declared void. The conference unanimously 
adopted an amendment to the programme in 
favor of the payment of the members of the 
Irish party in the House of Commons. , On 
motion of Mr. Davitt, it was resolved to in- 
clude the establishment of working men’s 
clubs and reading rooms among the objects of 
the conference. 

Mr. Davitt moved as an amendment to the 
proposed constitution of the Central Council 
of the new League that the council con- 
sist of 82 members, 1 for each county, the 
Parliamentary party to have no nominations, 
but its members to be eligible. Mr. T. P. 
O’Connor said this amendment amounted to 
a vote of want of confidence in the 
Parliamentary party. He accused Mr, Vavitt 
of trying to injure Mr. Parnell’s prestige, 
and reiterated the charge, despite Mr. 
Davitt’s repeated denials. Mr. Davitt became 
greatly excited and said a gentleman would 
not have made such an assertion. To prove it 
groundless, he withdrew his amendment. It was 
finally decided that the council should consist 
of 48 members, 32 for the counties and 16 for 
the Parliamentary party. 

A resolution thanking Mr. Parnell for pre- 
siding over the deliberations and expressing 
unabated confidence in him was passed, and 
the conference terminated, 

The proceedings of the conference to-day 
were not altogether harmonious. A delegate 
named Louden, who attempted to speak, was 
shouted down as a ‘“‘land-grabber’’ and a 
‘‘renegade,” and denounced by ex-** Suspect” 
Barrington as a ‘coward, who ran away from 
coercion.” All of the speakers declared the 
Land act an utter failure. Mr. Davitt said he 
was unable to go with Mr. Parneil in his 
scheme of land reform, but would co-operate 
with him for the abolition of landlordism, 

GALWAY, Oct. 17.—At the investigation into 
the murder of the two Huddys, near Lough 
Mask, Kerrigan, the informer was again 
placed on the stand. He further deposed that 
a man named Higgins, 60 years old, with his 
son, took the chief part in the murder, and 
compelled passers by to assist in carrying the 
victims, whose groans could be plainly heard 
while they were in the bags in which they 
were thrown into the lake. Other witnesses 
corroborated this statement. The prisoners 
were remanded, 

Lonpon, Oct. 18.—A Dublin dispatch says: 
“Not only has the conference excited 
no enthusiasm, but the assembly was 
composed of elements’ as heteroge- 
neous as the rogramme was multifa- 
rious. It was only the skillful hand of the 
Chairman that sometimes prevented open 
rupture. Dissenson was shown  clear- 
ly enough in Parnell’s opening statement 
and in Davitt’s prompt rejoinder, and the tone 
of bitter emphasis wherein the latter spoke 
betrayed the feeling of a man laboring under 
a disappointment which he struggled to sup- 
press.”

BIJOU OPERA-HOUSE. 

‘‘The Sorcerer,” by Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli- 
van, is probably the least known or appreciated in 
this country, and yet it was the first of the pro- 
ductions of these two talented writers and gave 
them their introduction to fame. Itis clearly ap- 
parent that the same pen was used in the text of 
the subsequent “ Pinafore,” ‘Pirates of Pen- 
zance,”’ and ‘** Patience,” and that the music was 
the work of the same remarkably clever imitator 
and ingenious musical writer of the score of the 
above-named operas, There are characteristic points 
throughout, and as they are all well taken there 
is no occasion to seek for opportunities for the de- 
tection of inadvertent weakness. The operaisa 
clean, bright, and charming work in its entirety. 
When it was heard three years ago it suffered from 
the fact that the cast was not satisfactory, for it is 
necessary that the singers should be actors and the 
actors should be singers. These requisite condi- 
tions, however, were fulfilled last night, and a 
more merry and complete performance has not 
been given at any theatreformanyaday. The au- 
dience completely filled the house and was honestly 
demonstrative in its applause. The management 
has put the opera on the stage in perfect taste, with 
good costumes, a full company, and an excellent 
orchestra, conducted by the experienced leader 
Mr. Jesse Williams. It was a notable success from 
the commencement, when it was evident that the 
opera had been thoroughly rehearsed and that no 
apologies were necessary. Miss Lilian Russell was 
charming in the réle of Aline. She not only was 
prepossessing in appearance and infused a spirit 
that pervaded the entire performance, but also 
sang exceedingly well. In the second act she in- 
troduced a song, for which she was twice re- 
called, which was written for her by Mr. Jesse 
Williams and is called ‘A Faithless Maiden.” 
It is a pretty and = graceful composition, 
and unlike most interpolations aoes not seem out 
of place. The well-known musieal skill and good 
taste of the composer insured this, however. Miss 
Laura Joyce, Miss Lucette, and Mme. de Ruyther 
were all efficient and perfect in their respective 
roles. In the male characters there is much to 
commend. Mr. Campbell sang pleasantly with a 
tenor voice suited to the capacities of tnis theatre, 
and Mr. Olmi as Slr Marmaduke was unexpectedly 
strong. Mr. Digby Bell was admirable as Dr. Daly, 
and gave an unctuous flavor to the character, com- 
plete alike in its conception and delivery, and as to 
Mr. Howson’'s personation of the character of John 
Wellington Wells it may be said, with all calmness, 
that nothing more laughable has been witnessed 
on the stage. His ‘* make-up” (asis the technical 
phrase) was remarkable. After having copied to 
the life the exponent of sickly wsstheticism in“ Pa- 
tience,"’ his appearance as a perfect picture of a 
notable publio character was very entertaining 
and kept the house in a continual state of amuse- 
ment.

A CARD FROM PRESIDENT PALMER ON THE SIT- 
UATION, 


The following circular has been issued by President 
William J, Palmer to the holders of the securities of 
this road;

To those interesied in the Denver and Rio Grande 
Ratlway ; 


Having just finished an inspection of all the Denver 
and Rio Grande tines in Colorado and Utan, I wish to 
Say a few words of truth and soberness to the stock 
and bond holders. 

Every holder should recognize the folly of lending 
an ear to the recent wild statements of certain New- 
York newspapers. Like all those which preceded 
them, (about the earnings and over-issue,) whose 
falsity is now patent to all, they have originated in the 
designs of reckless competitors or speculators inter- 
ested in depreciating the company’s securities. ‘their 
source and animus must by this time be s0 evident 
that only the heat and thoughtlessness attending 
Wall street business can excuse the attention which 
has been given to them on the occasion of each re- 
newed attack. 

The charges of last Winter originated in the retalia- 
tion of an accountant who had been discharged for 
drunkenness, and who atonce sought a prominent 
operator in New-York, who paid him to concoct the 
particular lie of that season. 

The recent charges of August had no other basis 
than in the imagination of aman (Jeffards) who was 
refusedemployment as Rightot Way Agent by one 
of ourcompanies, and who then declared that he 
would make us pay handsomely for thus neglecting 
him. Itis scarcely necessary to savy that he knows 
nothing about Colorado or the Denverand Rio Grande 
Railway, lives at Galveston, and haa not even seen any 
portion of the 1,000 miles of railroad which he pre- 
sumes to compare with a cheap [exas rallroad. 

A fit successer of these two disinterested worthies, 
equally anxious to save the American public from in- 
judicious investment, now pops up In the shape of a 
certain McAndrew. As he is neither a discharged 
employe nor a refused applicant for employment, he 
would have been considered a myth had not the 
words “noted contractor’ been appended to his 
name. It is unfortunate that he makes his first ap- 
pearance in the columns of the same newspaper 
which heralded his predecessors. His yarn, although 
wiider, if possible, than the other two, may be called 
the lle forthe month of October. If this man exists 
atall, he must be a contractor. The newspapers re- 
ferred (o are similar contractors, But when they con- 
trace for such ignoble services, a short but old-fash- 
ionea English word would seem more fitly to desig- 
nate the profession. 

The real proprietor of the newspaper which has 
chiefiy become notorious as the organ for these 
slanders has the reputation of being so skillful in 
manipulating the approaches to and machinery of 
law, that by advice of eminent counsel we have 
thought it wiser to defer an endeavor to get justice 
from the courts until we could give it more attention 
than the principal officers of the company, with the 
work they have in hand, can now afford. 

‘There is no more valuable railroad property in the 
West than the Denver and Rio Grande Rallway, but 
the rapidity of its growth has prevented its securities 
from being aigested in the short time that has elapsed 
since 1t emerged from its merely local character, 
especially as half of this intervening period has been 
one in which investors have been Inclined to hoid 
aloof from hn ema new. In April, 1880, the com- 
a had 337 miles, [It now has opens (including 

tan) 1,475 miles, of which tne Denver and Rio 
Grande is already operating 1,160 miles, ana earning 
therefrom nearly $600,000 per month. I have no doubt 
that at least one-third will be added to these month- 
ly earnings by its completion to and intersection 
with the line from Salt Lake, which may be ex- 

pected in February. Having just returned 

rom Utah over this extension, I am _satis- 
fled that at least one-half of the travel, and 
a large share of the treight, of which the Union 
Pacific now enjoys a complete monopoly, will here- 
after seek this most central of all the transcontinen- 
tal routes, while the local interchange between Colo- 
rado and Utah would alone be sufficient to support 
the line. The Denver and Rio Grande Railway taps 
nearly all the productive mining districts in Colorado, 
and so much of the east and west line (from Denver 
and Pueblo to Sait Lake) was planned independently 
of other considerations, and was warranted both in 
Colorado and Utah by the demands of their local min- 
ing districts and tributary supply towns, that only 
some 200 miles of lutervening unsettled country are 
really dependent, even for immediate results, upon 
this through connection. I found the Venver and 
Rio Grande Western Company was already earning 
the Interest on its bonds for the section of 155 miles 
opened, so that itis impossible it should ever prove 
any tax upon the Colorado Company by reason of the 
guarantee. Onthe contrary, it will evidently be an 
unmixed benefit, adding heavily to the traffic of the 
latter, without taking a do!lar from its coffers. 

Nearly 1,000 miles of the large mileage that has been 
added to the old road in the two years and a half re- 
ferred to has been inthe most difficult parts of the 
Rocky Mountains, No honest traveler who has visited 
Colorado can avoid confirming this statement. Inthis 
part of the continent it is a matter of common report. 
How the robust Mars who have charged the contrary 
could have been bold enough to have attacked the 
company on this impregnable point, so evident to the 
mort indifferent passenger who goes over the line, 
can only be understood ys those who appreciate the 
extent to which financial life in New-York exists upon 

ust such reckless falsehoods, which, amid all the 

urry and excitement, have their temporary effect 
even on people who know them to be false, because 
they thiuk others may believe them. 

In the effort to penetrate rich or promising districts 
for business, by lines of moderate gradients along the 
main drains or through the best passes of the country, 
constituting its best and permanent channels for 
traffic, we have occupied gorges and cafions of the 
Rocky Mountains which have heretofore been consid- 
ered utterly impracticable. This policy has been car- 
ried out to such an extent that nearly ail ot the exten- 
sions have been expensive; there has scarcely been 
one to hel ir down the average in cost. The cash 
cost of this 1,000 miles has been mere than double 
what It would be to build aline of 1,000 miles imme- 
diately parallel to the Union Pacific from Omaha to 
Salt Lake, and capable of carrying all the travel and 
freight that the latter is now competent for. But it is 
from what they have seen of the Union Pacific, which 
crosses the swelling plain. that avoids the Rocky 
Mountains altogether, (and thereby avoids all the local 
business and activity of development which charac- 
terizes Colorado,) and has nothing to indicate a moun- 
tainous character except its bad gradients, that many 
people derive their conceptions of this country. 

There is no company of any importance in the 
United States a larger: proportion of whose line occu- 
ples a difficult and expensive country than in the 
case of the Denver and Rio Grande. At the same 
time it 1s a well-known fact that there are few if any 
of importance whose issues of bonds and stock are so 
low in amount per mile. 

As regards the trembling rival whose securities, 
swollen to $110,000 per mile, are threatened by the 
new and better line to Sait Lake and to the Central 
Pacific connection, and who, with its confederates, is 
at the bottom of many of the attacks and rumors 
about the Denver and Kio Grande Ratiway Compan 
which havo been so notorlous during the past year, it 
is interesting to note that with an infinitely better 
locai country we shall have to earn only about one- 
third as much per mile as that concern to produces the 
same dividends. 

In conclusion, although suc’ practical facts seem to 
have little weight on Wall-street, I will venture to re- 
mark that the Denver and Rio Grande Railway Com- 
pany is carrying freight at the rate of 1,000,000 tons 
per annum, of which one-half is coal. 

That besides wool, cattle, hides, and supplies for 
numerous towns and farming districts, it is carrying 
avery large tonnage in ores of eve kind, bullion, 
charcoal, and coke, besides the provisions and forage, 
merchandise, machinery, lumber, iron, and supplies 
of every description fora dozen stirring mining dis- 
tricts which yield nearly all the $23,000,000 bullion 
produced yearly in Colorado. 

That it ia carrying passengers at the rate of about 
400,000 per annum. 

That this large business is not done at excessive 
rates as alleged, which are Hable to sudden and se- 
rious reduction, but at the average rate of 3 and 6-10 
cents perton per miie, and 5% cents per passenger

All of chase mining districts of the ores,

lead, copper, &c., the coal flelds with every grade of 
coal, from coking coal to antnracite, numerous large 
iron mines, whose product is certainly unexcelled in 
quality by that of any country known. are not only, it 
must be remembered, now tapped by the Denver and 
Rio Grande lines, but are reached by the best routes 
through defiles and passes, selected when the whole 
country was opened to us, and which, should if ever 
come to competition, ought to be able permanently to 


defy it. 

if instead of throwing your stock overboard in a 
state of foolish panic at every one of these attack 
when you can see as plain as daylight the strings an 
the juggler who plays them, and even the well-known 
old way in which it is done and the end he 1s drivin; 
at, I venture to suggest that you try the experiment, 
of holding on over one of these spasms—say, for in- 
stance, the next one—and watch the result. 

Itisoniy avery few .morths now before the Salt 
Lake and Central Pacific connection will be made by 
the Denver ana Rio Grande. The least reflection must 
show you that this wi!l give it a large additienal 
traffic; that a line on the parallel of St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg, and Philadelphia, connecting two 
great railroad systems on the eastern base of the 
Rocky Mountains, with the Central Pacific at cheir 
western base, and occupying the best mining districts 
and the best farming valleys of Colorado and Utah 
en route, must have some considerable busi- 
ness; and that, to say the least, a line which has 
the most exceptionally successful railroad _ enter- 
prises of the United States as neighbors—on the east 
and west of it—the Atchison, Topeka and Sarta ¥é, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, the Central Pa- 
cific, Utah Central, and Utah Northern. must in or- 
dinary course give some promise of satisfactory re- 
sults.

As the officers of this company are busy men, whose 
thoughts and time should be fully engrossed by the 
real work in hand, no further attention will be paid 
to any charges or rumors ot in the public 
prints, but the above explanations wiil have to auffice, 
at least until the completion of our great_trunk line.

MISS PRESCOTT INDIGNANT 


HARVIER’S STORY DENOUNCED AS 
FALSE AND INFAMOUS. 
WITNESSES WHO KNEW NOTHING AGAINST 
MISS PRESCOTT’S CHARACTER—THE 
PLAINTIFF’S STORY OF HER RELATIONS 

WITH HARVIER—A WEEPING WITNESS. 


When Judge Russell took his seat on the 
gench inthe Superior Court, Part Il., yesterday 
forenoon, he found a large, restless and somewhat 
noisy crowd of men and boys assembled to watch 
the proceedings in the suit of Marie Prescott 
against the American News Company for $20,000 
damages. The tall and graceful figure of the 
plaintiff appeared in the doorway of the court- 
room promptly at 11 o’eleck, and she was escorted 
to her seat by Mr. Perzel. Miss Prescott seemed 
to bein the best of spirits, and she occupied the 
few minutes that elapsed before the beginning of 
the proceedings by engaging in a conversation, 
which apparently amused her, with her counsel, 
Mr. Marshall Stafford. She occasionally scanned 
the jury in an interested sort of way, but paid no 
attention whatever to the dense crowd of men 
that stood before herand gazed down upon her 


with rude curiosity. Judge Fullerton, of counsel 
for the defendant, came in a@ little late, and while 
the court was waiting for a tardy juror, busied 
himself by reading a package of the letters which 
bad been introduced into the case. 

Dr. W. G. Wiley, of No. 40 West Fortieth-street, 
testified that he was called ‘to attend Marie Pres- 
cott at No. 287 Fifth-avenue Oct, 24, 1880. There 
was nothing unusual about her case. Mr. Stafford 
subjected the witness to a searching examination 
regardivg Miss Prescott’s condition at that time, 
pnd elicited the fact that there were then no evi- 
dences that she was about to become a mother, 
The plainlanguage used by both lawyer and wit- 
ness caused the plaintiff's face to flush deeply, and 
once she threw her head back and uttered a hy- 
sterical sob, her eyes filling with tears. Upon 
cross-examination by Judge Fullerton the witness 
stated that Miss Prescott had compiained of having 
been troubled with hemorrhages. Mr. Fullerton 
thereupcn pressed the witness tor his opinions as 
to whether her condition might have been the re- 
sult of premature or irreguiar confinement. 

The Witness—You are asking me expert ques- 
tions. . 

Mr. Fullerton—Yes, Sir. 

The Witness—I would like to know, then, for 
whom J] am answering—I mean, who is to pay me. 
a Fullerton—Well, you just make out your 

ill. 

The Witness—I oniv wanted to know— 

Mr. Fullerton—You are here, Doctor, to answer 
any questions that l ask you which are proper. 

‘The Witness (nfter some hesitation)—Very well, 
I will answer you. 

Dr. Wiley’s subsequent testimony, as well as the 
testimony of Dr. Miles H. Nash, who assisted him, 
showed that there was nothing the matter with 
Miss Prescott at that time except anot unusual 
female weakness. Mrs. Amelia C. Tate, who kept 
the boarding-house No. 314 West Fourteenth-street, 
testified that sbe knew of nothing against Miss 
Prescott’s character. While Miss Prescott was at 
her house Ernest Harvier did not, as he claimed, 
speud any night or nights in Miss Prescott’s room. 
Miss Prescott had a maid who slept with her most 
of the time. City Marshal McDermott told about 
his levying on e@ sealskin sacque belonging to Miss 
Prescott at No. 108 East Tenth-street, and howa 
gentieman friend of hers (Mr. Perzel) paid the 
amount of the execution. Frank Kilday, a tall, 
zood-looking, and well-dressed young man, was 
the next witness. He stated that he was ‘‘an actor 
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hy trade,” and that he knew Marie Prescott, whose 
character, he emphatically averred, was “ beyond 
reproach.” He nad never heard even so much as 
‘a lisp against her reputation.”’ After he had 
given his testimony Mr. Kilday waiked over to 
where the plaintiff was sitting, shook her cordially 
by tke hand, and left the court-room. 

** Marie Prescott will please take the stand,” said 
Mr. Stafford, and as the plaintiff walked composed- 
ly to the witness’s chair the court-room became as 
guiet as a church, and every ear was eagerly turned 
to catch the words of her testimony. Her counsel 
had thought it best to call herin order that she 
might make a direct statement of her rejations 
with Ernest Harvier. As she took her seat, facing 
the audience of 200 or 300 men, her face was some- 
what flushed, but she gave her testimony in a 
quick, bright, and decisive manner, each answer 
being spoken eagerly and with an apparent desire 
to tell more than she was permitted totell. On 
many occasions she did succeed in getting in for- 
bidden answers and effective comments before the 
counsel on the other side could stop her. She rest- 
ed her right arm on the Judge’s desk and empha- 
sized her replies by tapping the railing more or less 
vigorously with ber gloved hand. Ex-Judge Ful- 
lerton watched her closely and objected so often 
to the questions put to her by her counsel that she 
became quite irritated and once appealed to Judge 
Russeil to be allowed to tell her story in her own 
Way. Mr. Stafford instructed her to tell the jury 
how she became acquainted with Ernest Harvier. 
She said that she first met Harvier in Brooklyn in 
March, 1878. For several weeks before he called 
on her she had received, almost daily, newspapers 
with ‘*beautiful notices’ of theatrical people 
marked. 

Mr. Fullerton—I object to this 

The Witness—But this is my introduction, Mr. 
Fullerton. 

Mr. Fullerton—I know it is. Please recollect 
that this is not a theatre, and that preiudes are un- 
necessary. 

Miss Prescott bowed, and continued by stating 
that one day Mr. Harvier called on her and asked 
her if she had received the newspapers that be 
bud sent her with marked notices of Mary Ander- 
sul. She said that she had, and he remarked, ‘I 
am the man that wrote them. I have taken a 
great interest in you, and I propose to write the 
Bumie things about you.”’ This interview led to an 
understanding by which Mr. Harvier was to get 
Buch favorable notices as he could publisbed in the 
interest of the witness. While the jatter was in 
California in 1878 she sent Harvier some newspa- 
per notices, and he had them printed in Eastern 

apers. She offered to pay him for his services, 

ut he would take nopay. After awhile he made 
a declaration of love, and undertook to play upon 
the witness’s gratitude. “He whined because I 
did not show my gratitude more openly,” said the 
witness. *‘I asked him in what way Ishould put it, 
and he said: ‘lt 1s pretty generally understood 
that 1 am your accepted lover, and it might as well 
beso.’ Ithen ordered him out of the house, and 
did not see him again for four or five days. Greatly 
to my surprise, he came tu my residence and re- 
turned an ulster of mine. I had no ideathat it 
was in his possession, and asked him how he got it, 
He said he took it because it was u part of me. He 
made a cringing apology for his conduct, and once 
more became my agent on pay.” 

Mr. Staitord—How much were you to pay him? 
A.—I was to pay him $5 per week for a year to 
look after the newspaper scraps for me, 

Miss Prescott detailed quite fully her business 
relations with Mr. Harvier and claimed that on her 
part, at least, the friendship existing between them 
was purely platonic. She gave a history of the 
tour of the *‘ Marie Preseott Combination” into the 
South-west, and characterized Harvier’s manage- 
ment of her business affairs as “ dishonest and gen- 
erally sneaking and miserable.’’ As she became 
interested in her subject her energetic utterances 
kept ex-Judge Fullerton almost continually on his 
feet objecting. Nothing but financial disaster 
came of the theatrical venture in the South-west. 
Although avowedly disgusted with Harvier, the 
witness, soon after her return to New-York, en- 
tered into another business arrangement with him. 
He was to have certain duties to perform and she 
was to pay him fixed sums of money at stated pe- 
tiods. Not long after this, however, she was 
served with asumimonsin asuit brought against 
her by Harvier. ** The wretch sued me for money 
that I haa loaned him in Nashville,’ exclaimed 
Miss Prescott, with a deprecatory look toward the 
jurors. She went on to give the jury other details 
pf Mr. Harvier’s eonduct toward her, when Mr. 
Fullerton jumped up and sternly said, ‘I object 
to all this.” 

The Witness—I am doing my best. 

Mr. Fullerton—Yes, and your worst. I insist 
apon it, your Honor, that this lady shall be re- 
quired to answer definite questions. 

The Witness (impatiently)—But I am not quite 
through with my story. 

The court ruled that the witness must be ques- 
tioned by her counsel and that she must confine 
herself in her answers to the questions put to her. 
The frequency with which she ran over the limits, 
however, caused much amusement. She testified 
that she gave Harvier her note for $144 on condi- 
tion that he would withdraw the suit against her. 
He took the note, and ashort time afterward she 
was informed that he had also obtained a judg- 
ment for the same amount against her. That made 
her very angry, and she told him she would never 
have anything more todo with him. A few days 
afterward he saw her and again brought up the 
subject of the gratitude that she owed him. She 
told him that she was tired of hearing that and 
would do what she could tor him. The next day 
she met him on Broadway and it was raining. He 
invited her to take dianer with him in the restau- 
rant of the St. Denis Hotel. After they had fin- 
ished eating he asked her to lend him ber pocket- 
book, as he bad nothing but his check-book with 
him and was in an embarrassing position. ‘* Well, 
[ had some large bills in my pocket-book,” said the 
witness, addressing the jury, “a fifty-dollar and a 
twenty-dollar bill, andi—.’’ At this point Mr. 
Fullerton objected, and the pocket-book evidence 
was ruled out as immaterial. Miss Prescott said 
that she went to Philadelphia to play with Salvini, 
and while she was away Mr. Harvier took her 
trunks away from her residence in Fourteenth- 
street. When she returned she asked him why he 
stole her trunks, and he said he did not steal them, 
but took them because. he lovea her, and he 
wanted something in nis house that was hers. 

After the noon recess the witmwess charged that 
while they were in the South-west Harvier inter- 
cepted two or three of her letters. She had 
quarrels with him on the subject in Owensborough 
and Nashville. In the Maxwell House, in Nash- 
ville, a scene occurred which Miss Prescott de- 
scribed as follows: “ Mr. Harvier came to my room 
and said that he wanted to talk to me about a let- 
ter addressed to me which he had opened by mis- 
take. I told him that I did not want to talk about 
that letter, but 1 knew that he had another letter 
of mine in his pocket, and I demanded that he give 
It to me. He deniedjhaving it, and although I was 
sick I sprang to the door, locked it and suid to him, 
*Now, unless you give me that letter you spall 
never open that door.’ After some conversation 
he handed itto me.” The witness said that she 
was willing to admit that wnem Harvier wus simply 
her press agert very friendly relations existed be- 
tween them. “Il wrote to him often,” she said, 
“kind and affectionate letters.” 

Mr. Stafford—What caused you to break off those 
friendly relations. A.—His interierence with my 

vate affairs. 
oe Stafford—Yes, and— A. (deliberately and 
firmly)—Because he'is a thief. [Sensation.] 

_ Miss Prescott was to explain how she hap- 


art to occupy partof the flat at No. 108 East 
‘enth-street with Mr. Perzei prior to her marriage 
with him. She said that when she returned from 
the West she had no comfortable accommodations, 
and she took one-half of Mr. Perzel’s flat on the 
express condition that she should pay half the 
expenses, Her French maid was with her and oc- 
cupied the apartments with her. Mr. Stafford 
asked her how she accounted for the fact that let- 
ters which she claimed to have written to Mr. 
Perzel should turn up in the court-room inclosed 
in envelopes addressed in her handwriting to 
Ernest Harvier. She said that when Harvier took 
her trunks away from No. 314 West Fourteenth- 
street he abstracted those letters. which had been 
returned to her by Mr. Perzel, and by her packed 
in her trunk in the presence of Harvier. Inanswer 
to a question whether Harvier had ever threatened 
her, the witness described a scene which took 
place between Harvier and herseif at No. 103 East 
Tenth-street. tarvier called upon her to urge her 
to renew their friendship. She ordered him out of 
the house, whereupon he became angry and@ said: 
“I bave spent three years to put vou where you 
are and | wiil spend twenty-three years to pull you 
down.” A little before that Harvier wrote her a 
letter in which he likened himself toa devil-fish, 
which he reminded her had been described b 
tor Hugo as “supple as leather, cold as stee), and 
dark as night.”’ 

Mr. Stafford—Did you hear the testimony of 
Ernest Harvier with regard to his intimacy with 
you? 

At this question the witness’s face turned scarlet, 
her head fell back momentarily, and she seemed 
unable to articulate. With her eyes uverflowing 
with tears she nodded an assent. 

Mr. Stafford—What do you say to that testi- 
mony? 

A convulsive shudder ran through Miss Pres- 
cott’s slender frames. She grasped the railing of 
the Judge's desk tightly, and in a voice broken with 
sobs she slowly said: ‘* It is an infamous lie from 
beginning to end.”” The witness buried her face in 
her handkerchief, and in an indignant but half- 
hysterical manner denied the statements made by 
Harvier that she had admitted to him that she had 
had improper rejations with various other men, 
Mr. Stafford paused for a few seconds, and the 
weeping witness nervously said: “Quick! Mr. 
Stafford, quick !"’ Her counsel infermed her that he 
was through, whereupen she turned toward the 
Judge, and extending her right arm toward him 
passionately exclaimed: ‘‘Judge, please let me 
go.” The opposing counsel said that he did not 
care to begin his cross-cxamination then, and 
court was adjourned until 11 o'clock this forenoon.

CHARGED WITH GRAND LARCENY—STRANGE 

CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE CASE. 

William C, P, Carrington, a lawyer, having 
an office at No. 73 Nassau-street and residing at 
No. 264 West Thirty-fourth-street, was arrested 
last evening by Detective Sergeants Rielly and Von 
Geritchen, charged with grand larceny. It {s al- 
leged that several days ago the accused lawyer 
wrote to Phillip Clark, a diamond broker liv- 
ing at No. 45 East Tenth-street, stating 
that a lady of his acquaintance’ desired 
to purchase some valuable diamond jewelry, 
and requesting Clark to procure the jewelry 
on memorandum from some jeweler in order 
that the lady might make a selection therefrom. 
Clark, who had had previous business transactions 
with Carrington, made an appointment to meet 
him at the jewelry store of Isaac Pemberton, No. 
775 Broadway, to select the diamonds to be shown 
tothe lady. They met there yesterday and Car- 
rington selected a number of diamond rings 
and pins to the value of $38,000. Mr. 
Pemberton intrusted the goods to Mr. Clark, who 
was well known to him as a speculator in precious 
stones, and who was to accompany Carrington to 
the residence of the lady who wished to purchase. 
Clark then accompanied Carrington to his resi- 
dence, in West Thirty-fourth-street, where Car- 
rington said the lady lived. Carrington, after en- 
tering the house, asked Clark for the diamonds, 80 
that he might show them to the lady. As Clark 
took the package containing the precious stones 
out of his pocket he alleges that Carriugton seized 
it, puiled it out of his hand, and ran off, Clark 
was so surprised at this action that it was some 
seconds before he realized what had occurred. He 
then started in pursuit of Carrington, and when he 
reached the hall door it was slammed in his face. 
In his excitement he fumbled some minutes with 
the jock before he could get it open, and when he 
gained the street Carrington was out Of sight. 
He hastened to Pemberton’s store and informed 
him of what had occurred, and accompanied Mr. 
Pemberton to Police Head-quarters, where the 
matter was reported to Sergt. Bird. Detective Ser- 
geants Rielly and Von Gerichten were sent in search 
of Carrington. They first went to his office, but he 
was not there. Several of his usual haunts were 
visited, but he could not befound. The officers, 
about 5 o’clock last evening, went to Pem- 
berton’s store, and to their utter surprise 
they found Carrington there. He said that, 
after taking the diamonds, he pawned a num- 
ber of tbe articles for $705, and then 
became repentant, and started for Mr. Pemberton’s 
store to make restitution, but on his way up town 
in a Broadway stage his pocket was picked of the 
money he had received on the pledged diamonds. 
This was the strange story he told Mr. Pemberton 
and repeated tothe officers. He returnedto Mr. 
Pembertou the jewelry he had not pawned, valued 
at $1,000, and in his possession were found pawn- 
tickets for the rest. He had pawned a diamond 
ring and pin at the pawnshop of Thomas Green, 
No. 171 Bowery, for $200. Atthe pawnshop of W. 
Simpson & Co., No. 181 Bowery, be pawned two 
diamond rings for $280, and at the establishment 
of J. Simpson & Co., No. 185 Chatham-street, he 
borrowed $200 on three diamonds. Four small 
diafoond rings were pawned by bim at the estab- 
lishinent of D. Abrahams & Son, No. 47 Chatham- 
street, for $25. Mr. Pemberton will, therefore, re- 
cover all his property, Carrington, much to his 
surprise, was arrested and locked up at Police 
Head-quarters. He will be arraigned in court to- 
day.

MEAN SWINDLERS PUNISHED. 

A case was broughttotrial yesterday before 
Police Justices Murray, Morgan, and Kilbreth, in 
the Court of Special Sessions, which illustrates 
some of the hardships and trials of a street-car 
conductor’s life. Conductor Daniel F. Sullivan, of 
the Third-avenue line, appearea against James 


McCaulrey and Tony Cooper. He said that one 
evening last August Cooper got into his car and 
told him he was a ‘‘spotter,’”’ and that he had 
found his returns short, but agreed not 
to report this shortage if Sullivan would 
make it right with him. The conductor asked 
how much he wanted to keep still about it, and 
was told that $4 or $5 would be sufficient. He 
agreed to give this amount, and Cooper said that 
be would send a man after it. Sullivan, who knew 
that he bad made his returns correctly, told John 
H. Robinson, the Superintendent of the road, about 
the matter, and was informed that there was no 
such “ spotter” as Cooper in the employ of the 
company. He told Sullivan, however, to pay 
Cooper the money, and that he would try and have 
him arrested. A short time afterward James Me- 
Caulrey got on Sullivan’s car and toid him that he 
Was sent by Cooper to get $2. Suilivan gave him 
the money, and McCauirey told him that Cooper 
would collect the remainder of the money himself. 
Ina few more days Cooper called for some more 
money, and Sullivan, in accordance with a precon- 
certed plan, told him he would give it to him on 
the uight of Aug. 14. Cooper agreed to call for it 
at that time. On that evening Suilivan was given 
a one-dollar bill marked ** Era” by Superintendent 
Robinson, and Police Sergt. Hamilton, in citi- 
zen’s clothes, rode on the car. Cooper boarded it 
near Fiftieth-street, and was given the money. 
Sullivan then signaled Hamilton, who arrested 
Cooper on the car platform, and found the marked 
bill in his pocket. He was taken to the gtation- 
house, and there confessed his complicity in the 
matter, and implicated McCaulrey, who was ar- 
rested later. Superintendent Robinson said that 
bogus “ spotters” and those who were not bogns 
victimized the street-car conductors outrageously 
by threatening to report their returns short when 
they were really correct, as the conductors were 
unable to prove their innocence. Cooper and Me- 
Caulrey were sentenced to six months each in the 
penitentiary. }

MORSE ARRESTED ON A 
OF FRAUD. 

On an order of arrest granted by Judge Bar- 
rett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, Mrs, Carrie R. 
Morse, or Weeks, of No. 47 West Thirty-seventh- 
street, has been taken into custody by the Sheriff, 
and is held in $1,000 bail. She is charged with 
fraud by Annie L, Linton, of No. 124 East Twenty- 
third-street, who has, on that ground, becun a suit 
to recover $1,000 from her. In ber affidavit in sup- 
port of the application for the order of arrest, the 
plaintiff says that in July last she saw in a morning 
newspaper an advertisement in which Mrs. Morse 
called for a partner with capital. She answered 
the advertisement, and Mrs. Morse called upon 
her. The conversation which Mrs. Morse then 
started had no reference to ordinary busi- 
ness, but its purpose was to prove to 
the plaintiff that by Investing $1,000 in 
stock speculations to be conducted by 
Mrs, Morse, she could make a great deal of money. 
The plaintiff refused to be convinced, and Mrs. 
Morse left her, but subsequently wrote to and 
called upon her a number of times. At last, hav- 
ing told the plaintiff that she owned two houses in 
Boston, and some mortgages upon valuable real 
estate in that city, she induced her to give hera 
check for $1,900, withthe understanding that the 
money should be returned upon a call of three 
days, and that the plaintiff should receive the 
profits of the stock speculations in which it was 
invested. Twodays later Mrs. Morse paid the 
plaintiff $134, but when the latter called for her 
$1,000, its repayment was evaded on false pretexts. 
Finally its repayment was refused altogether. 

Inquiry was then made as to the truth of Mrs. 
Morse’s statement that she owned reul estate in 
Boston, and it was found to be untrue, A further 
statement made by her that she had procured a 
**ticker,’’ or stock indicator, from the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company on the indorsements 
of three members of the Stock Exchange was also 
ascertained to be false, and an inspector of the 
telegraph company identified Mrs. Morse as a per- 
son who, about two years ago, carried on, under 
the name of McIntyre & Co., at No. 28 Union- 
square, astock speculating bureau. Detectives came 
to this City with a warrant for the arrest of one 
Marion E. Warren, charged with fraudulent stock 
operations in Boston, and immediately the office of 
McIntyre & Co. was closed up, and the woman 
now known as Carrie R. Morse disappeared. When 
Annie L. Linton, the present plaintiff, first met 
Mrs. Morse, in July last, the latter was living and 
had her stock indicator at No. 66 West Forty- 
seventh-street, from where she moved about the 
middie of August to No. 47 West Thirty-seventh- 
street, where a Tres reporter called upon her, 
much to her displeasure, about a month ago. 
Among the affidavits in support of Annie L. Lin- 
ton’s application for the order of arrest is one by 
Mary A. Brink, who asserts that Mrs. Morse has 
also defrauded her of $1,000.

THE STOKES WiLL CONTEST. 

The contest over the will of the late James 
Stokes was resumed before Surrogate Rollins yes- 
terday. Edgar 8. Holt, a manipulator, testified 
that he was called in 1879 to attend Mr. Stokes. He 
noticed that Mr. Stokes was growing feeble. He 
would make long pauses before answering ques- 
tions, and his replies were *“‘ abrupt and forcible.” 
Adrian Herzog said he was once employed to deco- 
rate Mr. Stokes’s residence. While showing the 
Misses Stokes some material for making curtains 
Mr. Stokes entered the room. He inauired the 
price of the material. Mr. Herzog informed him 
thatit was $12a yard. “I wouldn’t give you six- 
pence forit,”’ Mr. Stokes replied. At this one of 
the young ladies took Mr. Stokes by the arm ard 
‘ed him from the room. He further testified 
that he received his orders and his compensation 
from the sous of Mr. Stokes. In former years he 
had received his orders from Mr. Stokes, who also 
selected the patterns. George W. Moore, a stock 
broker, who married a niece of Mr. Stokes, had 
known the latter since 1871. Mr. Stokes was bright 
and cheerful up to the middle of 1879. After that 
he seemed to be growing weaker. He walkedina 
stooping position, and was less attentive to the 
conversation of the witness. When cross-examined 
by Mr. Evarts the witness said he last talked voli- 
tics with Mr. Stokes in 1878. The latter said on 
that occasion that he “had to pay $5 a day 
taxes on account of the rascality§ and 
thievery which was going on in the present 
Administration.”” There was a general laugh at 
this, as Mr. Evarts was Secretary of State at that 
time. ‘* Yes,” observed Mr. Evarts dryly, “ what 
did you think of it?” ‘‘I thought Mr. Tilden was 
robbed out of his Administration,” the witness re- 
plied, *“‘and he (Mr. Stokes) thought so, too, [ 
think.” Edward Coffin, Jr.. a lawyer, testified to 
Mr. Stokes’s growing weakness during his acquaint- 


ance with him. ;

About the same time that Policeman Eugene 
Reilly was indicted for the assault and battery of 
which he was recently convicted in the Court of 
General Sessions, charges were made against. him 
before the Police Commissioners, His counsel then 
applied to the Supreme Court for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to restrain the Police Commissioners from try- 
ing him priorto his trial {n the Court of General 
Sessions, The hearing upon the application did 
not take place until yesterday, when Judge Bar- 
rett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, decided that 
the Police Commissioners can try a Policeman 
upon charges of misconduct as such without re- 
gard to the fact that he may be, or is, indicted 
upon like charges in a criminal court. 
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RAHWAY’S INDEBTEDNESS. 

An agreement has been reached between 
the officials of Rahway City and the holders of her 
dishonored bonds for a settlement of the indebt- 
edness, The basis of the agreement is 35 per cent. 
of the principal and interest up to November, 1831. 
The bonds, which are to run 35 years, are to bear

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NATIONAL TRUST RECEIVERSLEIP. 


TESTIMONY OF EX-SUPERINTEXDENT OF 
BANKING ELLIS. 

Senators Kiernan, Koch, and Russell, of the 
Senate Committee on Insurance, met yesterday in 
the Pest Office building, to continue the investiga- 
tion of the National Trust Company Receivership. 
A communication from William J. Best stated that 
he was under the care of his physician, Dr. William 
A. Hammond, who would not permit him to leave 


his room for any extended period. He was suffer- 
ing from a “ brain difficulty,” and asked the com- 
mittee to dispense with bis attendance for a few 
days, until be had at least somewhat recovered 
from his illness. 

De Witt C. Ellis, of Rochester, State Sunerintend- 
ent of Banking from 1872 until the early part of 
1877, testified that he was familiar with the affairs 
of the National Trust Company from the reports 
made to him by the bank examiners. In the latter 
part of 1876 an examination of the National Ti ust 
Company's affairs was made by Willis 8S. Payne, 
who reported a surplus of $125,000. The witness re- 
lied upon this report. Henry L. Lamb was at that 
time Deputy Superintendent. The witness did not 
know of any pressure having been brought to bear 
at any time by the Banking Department to force 
the National Trust Company into the hands of a 
Receiver. There was no violent depreciation in 
securities such as were held by tne National Trust 
Company between the time of the examination by 
Mr. Payne, in the latter part of 1876, and the pass- 
ing of the company Into the hands of Receiver Best. 
To the question as to what he would have thought 
had he been told that the securities held by 
the National Trust Company had depreciated to 
the amount of $500,000 between the latter part of 
1876 and December, 1877, he replied that he would 
have been ‘* very much surprised, to sey the least.’’ 
To the best of his recollection the fall in the values 
of securities was very slight during that period. In 
fact, values remained nearly stationary. He hada 
very strong idea that the reason why Mr. Lamb 
had selected Mr. Best as Receiver of the National 
Trust Company was that Mr. Best was the man 
who bad been foremostin startingcharges against 
the witness when the latter was Superintendent 
of Banking. Mr. Best had never at any time been 
a regular employe of the department. When 
asked as to what he would have deemed it his duty 
to ado had he been Superintendent of Banking at 
the time Mr. Best’s report as to the condition of 
the company was turned in, in December, 1877, hs 
replied that he should have at once made a strict 
personal examination. If he had then found that 
no pernicious practices were resorted to by the 
Trustees, and that the management was capapdie 
and honest, he should not have deemed it his duty 
to interfere and force the concern into liquidation. 
To have done so would, in his opinion, have been 
a misdirected step. This statement closed the wit- 
ness’s testimony, and the investigation was ad- 
journo ed until Saturday next. 
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7WO DESPERATE YOUNG ROUGHS. 
About six weeks agoa fight occurred be- 
tween two young thieves named Edward Malone, 
of No. 42 Morris-street, and Edward Culty, of No. 
44 in the same street. In the course of the quarrel 
Malone fired two shots froma revolver at Culty, 


wounding him severely. Malone was arrested at 
the time, but Culty refused to make a complaint, 
saying that he would get even some other way. 
He recovered from his wounds a sbort time 
ago, and last Monday evening lay in wait for 
Malone to obtain bis cherished revenge. Malone 
came home about midnight, and was in the act of 
entering his residence when Culty attacked him 
with a keen-edged butcher knife. Malone tried to 
defend himself, but received a bad cut in the neck, 
another in the breast, several lesser gashes in the 
head and face, and bad the third finger of his left 
hand cut off. He had strength enough to go to 
the Chambers-Street Hospital, where his wounds 
were found to be serious. He made no complaint 
against Culty, but information of the assault was 
giventothe Captain of the T'wenty-seventh Pre- 
cinet, and Officers Corbett and Feeney were sent 
to arrest the young desperado. About day-light 
yesterday morning Culty came home. Officer Cor- 

ett fovowed him into the house and Feeney re- 
mained on the sidewalk. When Culty found he 
was followed he ran to the roof, jumped to the top 
of the next house, and then into a back yard, from 
whence he escaped into the street. The officers 
knew that he had friends near South Ferry, in 
Brooklyn, and, thinking that he would go to them, 
they took a West-street car for the ferry. They 
were rewarded by overtaking Culty in the Battery 
Park. He was arrested and arraigned in the 
Tombs Police Court, before Justice Morgan. but 
Malone refused io make complaint against him. 
He was accordingly remanded, and witnesses of 
the cutting will be summoned to make a charge of 
felonious assault against him, 

EGTA LS 0S Re 
DELAYS CAUSED BY FOG. 

A heavy fog covered the waterways of this 
port all day yesterday. Few of the ferry-boats on 
either of the rivers reached their slips on time, 


but no accidents were reported during the day. 


The steam-ships Warwick, for Bristol, the Am- 
brose and Salisbury, for Brazil, and the Maynard, 
for San Domingo, which were to havs sailed yes- 
terday, remained at their docks all day on account 
of the fog. The Alaska. for Liverpool, the Canada, 
for London, and the Tallahassee, for Savannah, 
left their docks, but were obliged to anchor near 
the west bank, the fog being too thick to proceed 
with safety. The Sound steamers were delayed 
yesterday morning owing to the fog, and each ar- 
rived from two to four hours behind the schedule 
time. They left, however, on their return trips at 
the usual hour.

A good many things ap- 
peared in the columns of each that were not com- 
piimentary to the other, and the Advertiser ani- 
madverted strongly upon Mr. Hoffman rersonally.
